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Commander's  Message 


The  Winds  Of  Change 


Jack  W.  Flynt 


One  year  ago  this  month,  The 
American  Legion  began  working 
with  members  of  a  new  Administra- 
tion which  had  come  to  Washington 
with  a  mandate  to  change  the  direc- 
tion of  government.  Despite  this 
change  in  leadership  and  regardless 
of  the  reasons  it  came  about,  one  of 
the  Legion's  most  important  func- 
tions remained  the  same:  to  accurate- 
ly and  forcefully  represent  the  views 
of  veterans  on  Capitol  Hill. 

As  with  each  preceding  change  of 
Presidents,  the  transition  brought 
with  it  new  perceptions  and  rede- 
fined priorities.  As  these  take  the 
form  of  legislation,  each  is  debated 
and  weighed.  The  voices  of  assent 
and  dissent  can  be  heard  earnestly 
promoting  particular  points  of  view, 
but  no  voice  speaks  with  a  greater 
sense  of  mission  than  does  that  of 
The  American  Legion. 

As  your  National  Commander,  I 
have  the  privilege  to  witness  and 
participate  in  this  legislative  pro- 
cess. I  have  the  opportunity  to  see 
that  sense  of  mission  manifested  as 
a  delicately  orchestrated  strategy  of 
promotion  and  advocacy.  I  recognize 
it  for  what  it  is — a  subtle  balance 
between  pragmatism  on  the  one  hand, 
and  bipartisan  cooperation  and  per- 
sonal interaction  with  our  nation's 
leaders-  on  the  other. 


This  type  of  strategy — the  plan- 
ning of  which  is  one  of  the  most 
complex  and  professionally  taxing 
responsibilities  of  your  national  or- 
ganization— is  credited  in  1981  alone 
for  making  the  Legion's  position  on 
the  sale  of  AWACS  persuasively 
known;  for  garnering  sufficient  Con- 
gressional support  to  restore  the 
funds  hacked  from  the  VA  budget; 
and  for  the  passage  of  a  comprehen- 
sive veterans  benefits  package  recent- 
ly signed  into  law. 

These  successes  are  not  happen- 
stance. They  occur  because  the  Le- 
gion understands  the  sense  of  Con- 
gress and  uses  that  knowledge  to  pre- 
serve and  foster  the  rights  of  veter- 
ans. That  doesn't  mean  we  antici- 
pate Congress  will  act  favorably  on 
all  of  our  mandates,  though  we  cer- 
tainly hope  they  will.  It  does  mean 
we  take  a  realistic  view  of  our  goals 
and  strive  to  expend  our  energies  in 
the  most  productive  ways  possible, 
even  if  that  way  proves  to  be  diffi- 
cult. 

This  year,  your  National  Legisla- 
tive Commission,  working  through  its 
Washington-based  staff,  will  advo- 
cate government  acceptance  of  286 
legislative  mandates  adopted  by  the 
Hawaii  National  Convention  and  the 
National  Executive  Committee. 

The  not  inconsiderable  responsibil- 
ity of  planning  our  legislative  strate- 
gy to  insure  maximum  Congressional 
attention  to  each  mandate  rests  with 
just  three  staff  members  who  are 
registered  to  deal  directly  with  Con- 
gress. Their  record  of  success,  and

the  legacy  of  their  predecessors,  re 
quires  no  elaboration.  Their  expertise 
in  these  matters  gives  us  the  means 
and  your  enthusiastic  support  of  Le 
gion  goals  gives  us  the  will  to  effect 
positive  change. 

Throughout  the  entire  process 
though,  the  legislative  staff  must  re 
main  aware  of  the  diversity  of  inter- 
ests shared  by  Legionnaires.  They 
know  that  we  are  a  grass-roots  orga 
nization  whose  membership  reflects

A  Financial  Roller  Coaster  In  '82 

The  way  banks  and  corporations  are  sizing  up  1982  is  something  like  a 
roller  coaster.  The  opening  months  will  be  weak  and  sluggish  economically; 
the  second  half  should  perk  up  considerably  because  of  1)  new  defense 
expenditures,  and  2)  more  consumer  spending,  inspired  by  tax  cuts. 

Meantime,  here's  a  rundown  of  some  specifics  as  economists  see  them: 

•  Prices  overall  will  rise  only  modestly  in  the  first  half — maybe  around 
8  percent.  But  remember  that  the  8  percent  figure  includes  housing,  so  if 
you  already  have  a  home,  shave  the  rise  back  to  something  like  6  percent. 
Increases  in  the  second  half  likely  will  be  somewhat  bigger. 

•  Employment  will  be  flat  in  the  first  half,  with  unemployment  hovering 
around  8-8  y2  percent. 

•  Interest  rates  are  likely  to  go  down  a  little.  Exception:  Mortgage  rates — 
they  will  stay  high. 

•  Wages:  Probably  won't  go  up  as  fast  in  1982  as  last  year.  Increases 
of  8  or  9  percent  are  in  the  cards  instead  of  the  11  percent  or  better  in  1981. 

As  for  housing  and  cars:  Nobody  expects  miracles.  Both  industries  are  in 
for  more  rough  sledding. 

Figure  Tax  Changes  Into  Family  Budget 

In  setting  up  your  family  budget  for  this  year  fit's  a  sound  idea  to  have 
one),  the  figures  below  will  be  vital  for  calculating  your  income  and  ex- 
penditures. 

Federal  Taxes:  One  cut  of  5  percent  already  has  been  in  effect  since  last 
October;  another  10  percent  will  occur  in  July;  and  a  third  will  come  in  July 
of  next  year  (withholding  rates  are  adjusted  accordingly).  Because  of  the 
timing  of  the  cuts,  the  practical  way  to  calculate  their  annual  effect  is  to 
compare  them  with  1980  rates.  Result:  1981  rates  are  down  iy4  percent; 
1982  down  about  10  percent;  1983  near  20  percent;  and  1984,  close  to  25 
percent.  State  and  city  taxes,  of  course,  are  not  affected. 

Meantime,  the  old  inequity  that  has  plagued  working  spouses — namely, 
married  couples  pay  more  taxes  than  two  singles — is  being  eased.  This  year 
the  spouse  with  the  smaller  earnings  gets  a  5  percent  deduction  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $1,500;  next  year,  this  increases  to  10  percent  with  a  maximum 
of  $3,000. 

Social  Security:  Contributions  will  be  hiked  slightly  this  year — from  last 
year's  6.65  percent  of  earnings  to  6.7  percent — and  the  earnings  limit  will  go 
from  $29,700  to  $32,400.  Similarly,  self-employed  contributions  will  edge 
up  from  9.3  percent  to  9.35  percent.  So  if  you're  in  the  $20,000  wage  class, 
for  example,  the  increase  amounts  to  only  about  $10  annually. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  you're  already  drawing  benefits  and  continue  to  work, 
you  can  earn  more  this  year  without  penalty.  For  those  under  65,  the  new 
limit  is  $4,440  (up  $360);  in  the  65-72  bracket,  it's  $6,000  (up  $500). 

Cost  Alert:  Forewarned  Is  Forearmed 

All  Savers  Certificates:  You'll  continue  to  be  bombarded  by  enticements 
to  buy  tax-free  ASCs,  because  banks  and  financial  institutions  don't  have 
to  shell  out  as  much  interest  as  on  CDs.  To  find  out  what  the  equivalent 
yield  is  on  a  taxable  investment,  use  this  simple  formula:  Divide  the  ASC 
rate  by  1  minus  your  tax  bracket.  Example:  If  the  ASC  rate  is  12.14 
percent  (.1214)  and  your  tax  bracket  is  36  percent  C.36)  then  .1214  divided 
by  1  minus  .36  (or  .64)  is  .19  (19  percent).  Of  course,  there  are  other  con- 
siderations, but  this  will  give  you  a  rough,  preliminary  fix. 

Health  Insurance:  Rising  medical  costs  are  creating  a  field  day  for  dubi- 
ous insurance  schemes,  directed  mainly  at  those  on  Medicare.  True,  Medicare 
pays  only  40  to  50  percent  of  total  medical  bills,  on  the  average,  so  supple- 
mentary insurance  is  advisable.  But  think  twice  before  you  buy  specialized 
coverage  (cancer  insurance,  for  example) ,  overlapping  coverage,  or  policies 
from  unknown  companies.  Review  needs  with  a  reputable  insurer.

Should  Congress  End  Forced  Busing?

In  discussing  my  efforts 
on  the  Senate  floor  to  put  an  end  to 
forced  busing  of  schoolchildren,  I 
mentioned  that  former  Sen.  Sam  J. 
Ervin,  Jr.,  fully  supported  my  po- 
sition while  he  was  in  office,  as  do 
other  respected  constitutional  schol- 
ars across  the  land. 

Several  weeks  ago,  Senator  Ervin 
wrote:  "Dear  Jesse:  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  time  has  come  for  Congress 
to  put  an  end  to  one  of  the  most  ag- 
gravated forms  of  tyranny  now  being  practiced  upon 
the  people  of  the  United  States  by  the  federal  courts 
and  the  federal  bureaucrats — the  forced  busing  of 
schoolchildren  for  integration  purposes.  " 

Indeed,  the  time  has  come  and  I  hope  that  this  year 
will  mark  the  end  of  it. 

During  the  debate  in  the  Senate,  I  disclosed  statistics 
showing  the  enormous  cost  of  forced  busing.  In  preparing 
for  the  debate,  I  obtained  the  precise  cost  of  operating 
school  buses  in  three  North  Carolina  counties:  Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg  County,  Raleigh-Wake  County  and  Win- 
ston-Salem-Forsyth County.  The  information  in  each 
instance  compared  the  school  year  1969-70  with  the 
latest  available  statistics  in  each  county. 

CHARLOTTE-MECKLENBURG  COUNTY 
In  1969-70,  267  school  buses  traveled  1,908,842  miles. 
In  1980-81,  623  school  buses  traveled  6,660,762  miles. 
In  1969-70  these  school  buses  consumed  478,343  gal- 
lons of  gasoline,  costing  $47,448. 

In  1980-81,  these  school  buses  consumed  1,312,071  gal- 
lons of  gasoline,  costing  $1,438,456. 
RALEIGH-WAKE  COUNTY 
In  1969-70,  254  school  buses  traveled  1,676,925  miles. 
In  1980-81,  587  school  buses  traveled  6,027,951  miles. 
In  1969-70,  these  school  buses  consumed  332,855  gal- 
lons of  gasoline,  costing  $43,079. 

In  1980-81,  these  school  buses  consumed  1,219,206 
gallons  of  gasoline,  costing  $1,264,849. 

WINSTON-SALEM-FORSYTH  COUNTY 
In  1969-70,  208  school  buses  traveled  1,239,300  miles. 
In  1980-81,  408  school  buses  traveled  4,651,800  miles. 
In  1969-70,  these  school  buses  consumed  305,307  gal- 
lons of  gasoline,  costing  $37,089. 

In  1980-81,  these  school  buses  consumed  895,630  gal- 
lons of  gasoline,  costing  $913,371. 

Such  a  waste!  And  for  what  good  purpose?  None.  In 
fact,  as  Senator  Ervin  and  others  have  pointed  out, 
forced  busing  has  denied  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
children  their  civil  right  to  attend  the  schools  nearest 
their  homes. 

Finally,  bear  in  mind  that  I  have  stated  the  statistics 
for  only  three  metropolitan  areas  in  North  Carolina.  If 
you  project  those  figures  to  include  all  school  districts 
in  all  50  states,  you  can  imagine  the  enormity  of  the 
waste  of  money,  time  and  gasoline  in  carrying  out  forced 
busing  of  schoolchildren.

The  debate  on  busing 
students  to  desegregate  schools  has 
been  badly  distorted  with  misinfor- 
mation and  misunderstandings;  and 
claims  fly  in  the  face  of  reality. 

As  a  member  of  the  House  Sub- 
committee on  Civil  and  Constitu- 
tional Rights,  I  have  participated 
in  many  hearings  probing  the  bus- 
ing controversy.  My  conclusions 
are  based  on  testimony  and  reports 
of  educators  and  social  scientists. 
Opponents  claim  busing  disrupts  a  child's  education 
without  providing  significant  benefits.  In  fact,  studies 
show  that  busing  for  desegregation  has  improved  educa- 
tional achievement  in  many  places.  Opponents  of  busing 
have  produced  no  evidence  of  reduced  achievement. 

Opponents  claim  busing  increases  race  separation  by 
encouraging  white  "flight"  or  transfer  of  children  from 
public  to  private  schools.  In  fact,  there  is  evidence 
school  integration  can  decrease  residential  segregation. 

All  too  often,  realtors  and  prospective  residents  define 
neighborhoods  by  the  racial  composition  of  their  schools. 
Where  desegregation  eliminates  the  distinction  between 
"white"  schools  and  "black"  schools,  racial  steering  di- 
minishes and  home  seekers  can  base  their  choices  on 
more  positive  considerations. 

True,  in  a  few  large  cities  there  has  been  significant 
white  flight  following  desegregation  orders.  Even  in 
those  cities,  however,  the  flight  has  been  short-term. 
Furthermore,  many  of  those  who  left  the  central  city 
were  already  sending  their  children  to  segregated  schools 
and  already  living  in  segregated  neighborhoods. 

In  many  large  cities,  and  most  smaller  ones,  "white 
flight"  has  been  negligible.  A  Florida  study,  for  ex- 
ample, showed  a  relocation  rate  of  less  than  4  percent  in 
Miami,  Tampa  and  St.  Petersburg. 

Desegregation  is  achieved  peacefully  in  the  over- 
whelming majority  of  cities.  Even  where  irresponsible 
elements  provoked  conflict,  as  in  Boston,  only  three  of 
17  high  schools — and  virtually  no  elementary  schools 
— suffered  significant  disorder. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  myths  and  realities  of  bus- 
ing. The  most  important  reality  is  this:  where  educa- 
tors and  community  leaders  work  together  to  make  de- 
segregation work,  cooperation  quickly  replaces  conflict. 

An  impressive  example  of  such  leadership  is  provided 
by  Dr.  Ray  Robinson,  Charlotte-Mecklenburg,  NC's  out- 
standing Superintendent  of  Schools.  He  testified: 

"School  integration  has  significantly  contributed 
to  the  good  race  relations  and  quality  of  life  in 
Charlotte  and  Mecklenburg  County.  Busing  will 
probably  always  bring  strong  opposition.  However,  I 
know  of  no  other  workable  way  to  integrate  schools 
until  neighborhoods  become  more  integrated.  I  be- 
lieve our  community  is  a  better  place  to  live  and 
the  overall  quality  of  our  schools  is  better  today 
than  it  (otherwise)  would  have  been  . . ."

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Red  Disinformation  Worries  U.S. 

Washington  concern  is  growing  over  the  Soviet 
Union's  recurrent  moves  to  weaken  and  discredit  the 
United  States  through  secret  "active  measures" — forg- 
ery, misinformation,  rumors,  blackmail,  media  control 
and  other  tricky  forms  of  persuasion. 

Substantial  evidence  unveiled  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment here  connects  U.S.S.R.  foreign  policy  operations 
to  numerous  attempts  to  disrupt  relations  between  the 
United  States  and  other  nations  through  these  disinfor- 
mation tactics.  One  example  cited  involves  an  effort  to 
cloud  the  Camp  David  talks  by  forging  U.S.  documents 
critical  of  President  Sadat's  leadership.  In  many  in- 
stances, scholars,  students,  journalists  and  organizations 
not  apparently  associated  with  the  Soviet  Union  take 
part  in  the  covert  maneuvers  to  oppose  U.S.  policies. 

Such  "active  measures"  tactics  can  be  exposed,  but  the 
KGB  and  other  Russian  undercover  agencies  are  becom- 
ing more  sophisticated  in  their  operations  and,  unless 
free  nations  take  action  to  counter  these  activities,  a  ris- 
ing flood  of  Red-inspired  disinformation  can  be  expected 
to  trouble  U.S.  relations  abroad. 

Space  Debris  Poses  Peril 

The  accumulation  of  man-made  debris  orbiting  around 
Earth  is  becoming  increasingly  hazardous  for  spacecraft. 
If  present  policies  are  continued,  within  10  years  the 
probability  of  aircraft  collisions  will  reach  "unaccept- 
able" levels,  according  to  the  American  Institute  of 
Aeronautics  and  Astronautics  (AIAA).  More  than  60 
crash  explosions  have  already  occurred,  the  AIAA  in- 
formed federal  agencies  here. 

In  24  years  of  space  travel,  man  has  left  behind  spent 
spacecraft  and  rocket  stages,  separation  devices  and 
explosive  products.  Trackable  objects  number  more  than 
5,000.  Those  too  small  to  detect  by  radar  are  estimated 
to  be  in  the  hundreds  of  millions.  In  20  years,  this  figure 
could  increase  by  200  to  800  percent. 

Future  space  travel  must  inevitably  be  restricted  un- 
less international  agreements  are  made  to  minimize 
the  chance  of  space  collisions,  warns  the  AIAA.  They 
recommend  that  the  appropriate  U.S.  agencies  immediate- 
ly begin  to  evaluate  all  options,  including  orbital  "gar- 
bage" collection,  in  order  to  make  space  travel  safe  for 
future  astro-craft. 

A  Vehicle  Stolen  Every  28  Seconds 

A  motor  vehicle  was  stolen  every  28  seconds  in  1980 
— more  than  1,100,000  in  all — but  less  than  half  of  them 
were  recovered,  according  to  FBI  statistics. 

The  autos,  vans  and  trucks  vanish  through  three  main 
avenues:  "Chop  shops,"  in  which  the  vehicles  are  dis- 
mantled and  sold  as  parts  and  components;  illicit  ex- 
ports, mainly  to  Mexico,  but  also  as  far  away  as  Kuwait 
and  the  Philippines;  insurance  scams  involving  junk 
yard  switches.  Rarely  is  a  stolen  auto  retrieved  from 
any  of  these  three  underground  routes. 

A  group  of  Senators  has  introduced  legislation  they 
hope  will  cope  with  the  increasing  professionalism  of  this 
trade  through  a  combination  of  preventive  measures  and 
tougher  penalties  against  car  snatchers.  Authorities  esti- 
mate vehicle  theft,  and  the  efforts  to  stop  it,  cost  Ameri- 
cans $4  billion  annually.

Keeping  Goal  In  Sight — ".  .  .  We  must  never  lose  sight 
that  our  goal  is  not  a  prolonged  and  costly  arms  race. 
Rather,  it  must  be  the  gradual  reduction  of  nuclear 
weapons  by  all  nuclear  powers,  culminating  in  the  elimi- 
nation of  all  nuclear  weapons  and  facilities  throughout 
the  world.

Nuclear 

Power 

Too 

Risky? 

Should  America  rely  on 
coal  for  production  of 
its  electricity?  Let's 
examine  the  facts . . .

Due  to  the  scarcity  of  oil  and  gas 
supplies,  practically  all  new  electric 
power  plants  built  in  the  United 
States  for  the  remainder  of  this  cen- 
tury will  have  to  produce  their  en- 
ergy by  either  burning  coal  or  em- 
ploying nuclear  fission.  Thus,  the 
question  arises:  which  of  these  two 
potential  sources  of  energy  is  safest? 

If  you  ask  the  man  on  the  street, 
there  is  no  contest:  coal  wins  hands 
down,  according  to  a  recent  poll  con- 


ducted by  Opinion  Research  Cor- 
poration of  a  cross  section  of  Amer- 
icans. In  fact,  more  than  80  percent 
of  those  polled  considered  nuclear 
energy  to  be  more  dangerous  to 
humans  than  any  risks  associated 
with  burning  coal.  Considering 
the  preponderance  of  negative 
publicity  given  to  nuclear  power,  it  is 
somewhat  surprising  to  learn  that 
there  have  been  more  than  20  scien- 
tific studies  delving  into  questions  of 
safety  and,  without  exception,  all 
conclude    that    producing  nuclear 


power  is  far  less  risky  than  produc- 
ing power  by  burning  coal. 

Many  of  these  studies  were  con- 
ducted by  prestigious  associations, 
including  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences,  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation and  a  British  Royal  Com- 
mission. Surprisingly,  even  a  techni- 
cal report  authored  by  the  Union  of 
Concerned  Scientists  (UCS) — the 
leading  antinuclear  organization  in 
the  United  States  and  the  scientific 
advisor  to  Ralph  Nader — reached 
the  same  basic  conclusions. 
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So  what  do  scientists  know  that 
the  general  public  does  not?  Plenty. 
Let's  start  with  a  comparison  be- 
tween a  coal-burning  power  plant 
and  a  nuclear  powered  plant,  and 
consider  the  health  effects  of  each. 

A  coal-fired  plant  producing  a 
million  kilowatts  of  electricity  (the 
rate  of  energy  used  by  a  city  of  about 
750,000)  burns  about  three  million 
tons  of  coal  in  a  year,  releasing 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of  air- 
borne pollutants  and  a  similar  quan- 
tity of  solid  waste,  mostly  ashes. 
Though  the  health  effects  of  air 
pollution  are  not  thoroughly  under- 
stood, estimates  of  the  number  of  an- 
nual deaths  caused  by  our  typical 
coal-burning  plant  vary  from  zero  to 
several  hundred.  For  this  illustra- 
tion we'll  use  the  median  of  those 
estimates,  which  is  about  20  deaths 
per  year.  However,  there  is  another 
consideration:  the  ashes  contain  ap- 
preciable quantities  of  cancer-causing 
chemicals  such  as  arsenic  and  cad- 
mium which,  over  the  next  100,000 
years,  can  be  expected  to  cause  an- 
other 100  fatalities  for  each  year  of 
plant  operation. 

Now  let's  examine  a  typical  nu- 
clear plant  and  its  supporting  facili- 
ties. Its  principal  impact  on  human 
health  will  be  through  the  radiation 
emitted  by  radioactive  materials  re- 
leased into  the  environment.  Con- 
trary to  what  the  public  has  been 
led  to  believe,  the  health  effects  of 
radiation  are  far  better  understood 
than  the  health  effects  of  air  pollu- 
tion or  chemical  carcinogens.  In  fact, 
there  is  little  disagreement  within 
the  scientific  community  about  this 
— at  least  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there 
is  little  disagreement  over  the  maxi- 
mum dangers  of  nuclear  power. 
Therefore,  these  maximums  are  al- 
ways used  in  order  to  be  certain  not 
to  underestimate  the  dangers,  and  I 
shall  do  so  here. 

The  primary  dangers  involving 
coal-burning  plants  center  around 
the  health  effects  on  humans  caused 
by  thousands  of  different  chemicals 
released,  and  we  know  very  little 
about  the  risks  they  present.  The 
dangers  attributed  to  nuclear  power 
plants  are  rather  specific.  We  shall 
examine  and  compare  each. 

The  first  area  of  concern  is  radio- 
active emissions  during  routine  oper- 
ation. Even  in  routine  operation,  nu- 
clear plants  release  small  amounts 
of  radioactivity,  enough  to  cause  an 


average  of  one  death  every  10  years 
per  plant  during  its  years  of  opera- 
tion, and  another  two  fatalities  over 
the  next  50,000  years.  With  the  new 
regulations  scheduled  to  go  into 
effect  in  the  near  future,  these  num- 
bers will  be  reduced  to  about  one- 
third  of  the  above  values. 

The  other  important  source  of 
radioactive  release  is  the  widely 
publicized  reactor  meltdown,  which 
has  the  potential  for  releasing  large 
quantities  of  nuclear  radioactive  dust 
into  the  environment.  Since  there 
has  never  been  such  an  accident, 
there  is  substantial  uncertainty  con-

cerning  the  health  effects  and  the 
probable  frequency  of  meltdowns. 
Therefore,  I  shall  give  two  estimates 
of  these  considerations,  one  arrived 
at  by  the  U.S.  Nuclear  Regulatory 
Commission  (NRC),  and  the  other 
used  by  the  UCS,  the  antinuclear 
activist  organization. 

For  frequency  of  reactor  meltdowns, 
NRC  estimates  one  per  20,000  plant- 
years  of  operation,  UCS  estimates 
one  per  2,000  plant-years.  Since  we 
have  already  experienced  1,000  plant- 
years  of  commercial  operation  around 
the  world,  and  there  have  been  over 
2,000  equivalent  plant-years  of  naval 
reactor  operation — all  without  a 
meltdown — the  UCS  estimate  ap- 
pears to  be  a  bit  low. 

Moreover,  a  necessary  first  step  in 
a  meltdown  is  a  Loss  Of  Coolant 
Accident  (LOCA) ,  and  only  a  small 
fraction  of  LOCAs  are  expected  to 
result  in  a  meltdown.  To  date,  there 
has  been  only  one  LOCA  (Three  Mile 
Island).  Since  a  very  few  LOCAs 
result  in  meltdown,  the  UCS  esti- 
mates seem  unduly  pessimistic. 

Also  there  is  widespread  misunder- 
standing concerning  the  consequences 
of  an  actual  meltdown.  We  so  often 
hear  that  one  would  kill  tens  of 
thousands  of  people  and  contami- 
nate an  entire  state,  but  such  pre- 
dictions are  grossly  misleading.  As  a 
protective  device  for  the  public  in  the 
event  of  meltdown,  each  reactor  is  en- 
closed in  a  containment  building  con- 
structed of  reinforced  concrete  several 
feet  thick.  This  gives  protection 
against  a  variety  of  external  threats 
— the  containment  could  not  be 
breached  by  a  house  or  a  tree  hurled 
against  it  by  a  tornado,  by  the  ex- 
plosion of  any  quantity  of  TNT 
placed  next  to  the  wall  or  by  an  air- 
plane flying  into  it.  In  a  meltdown! 
those  walls  would  ordinarily  contain 
radioactive  dust  long  enough  to  clean 
it  out  of  the  air  (about  one  day) . 
For  example,  investigations  of  the 
Three  Mile  Island  accident  all  con- 
cur that  even  if  there  had  been  a 
meltdown,  there  would  have  been 
little  harm  to  the  public  because 
there  is  absolutely  no  reason  to  believe 
that  the  integrity  of  the  containment 
walls  would  have  been  compromised. 
In  most  meltdowns,  no  fatalities  are 
expected. 

However,  if  the  containment  walls 
were  ruptured  somehow,  thereby  re- 
leasing radioactive  dust,  in  a  worst-

The  more  thoroughly  one  enjoys  a  vacation, 
the  more  thoroughly  disappointing  will  be 
one's  snapshots  of  that  vacation. 

Mutterings  heard  outside  the  village  one-stop  photo 
processing  store  suggest  that  the  gremlins  who  usually 
wreak  havoc  on  one's  vacation,  instead  turn  their 
destructive  attentions  to  the  camera,  film  and  flash- 
bulbs that  accompany  the  vacationer. 

Travelers  flush  from  the  excitement  of  visiting  exotic 
places  in  faraway  lands  take  little  solace  in  the  photo 
store's  guarantee  that  "If  you  goofed  the  shot,  you  don't 
pay  for  the  shot."  Big  deal.  If  you  get  nothing,  you  pay 
nothing. 

Fortunately  for  those  of  us  intent  upon  preserving  the 
memories  of  our  vacation  beyond  our  credit  card  state- 
ments, there  are  some  simple  tips  that  will  help  insure 
we  have  photos  worthy  of  a  cozy  niche  in  the  family 
album. 

These  are  general  vacation  photo  tips  that  should 
serve  all  shutterbugs  well,  whether  they  are  armed  with 
a  plastic  pocket  camera  or  with  a  big  budget,  single  lens 
reflex,  multiple  exposure,  rare  metal  camera  that  does 
everything  but  order  lunch. 

Camera  repair  shops  are  for  cameras  that 
only  need  repairing. 

Now's  the  time  to  start  thinking  about  the  photos 
you'll  take  on  next  summer's  vacation.  At  least  a  month 
before  you  head  out,  have  your  camera  checked  by  a 
reputable  camera  repair  shop.  This  service  is  often 
offered  free  or  at  nominal  cost  and  can  pinpoint  poten- 


A  few  practical  suggestions 
for  shutterbugs  on  tour 
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tial  problems  before  they  ruin  your 
picture  taking.  Take  it  in  early  be- 
cause if  your  camera  does  need  re- 
pair, you  can  end  up  waiting  as  long 
as  three  to  six  weeks  for  its  return. 

Depending  upon  the  type  of  cam- 
era you  own,  the  repair  shop  will 
check  your  shutter  and  light  meter, 
visually  inspect  the  working  parts  of 
the  camera  and  test  the  battery.  For 
an  additional  charge,  they  will  thor- 
oughly clean  and  lubricate  the  cam- 
era, adjust  its  calibration  and  make 
any  other  adjustments  that  will  tune 
it  up  to  its  factory-new  standards.  Be 
sure  to  get  an  estimate  of  those  re- 
pairs. One  is  hard  pressed  to  justify 
a  $75  repair  bill  on  a  $19.95  camera 
while  those  who  own  the  mega-bucks 
models  would  chalk  it  up  to  preven- 
tive maintenance.  Camera  repairmen 
are  also  excellent  sources  of  informa- 
tion on  the  little  quirks  of  a  camera 
that  have  been  known  to  reduce  even 
a  seasoned  professional  to  tears. 

When  you're  without  a  ham- 
mer, camera  bodies  make 
acceptable  substitutes  for 
driving  nails. 

Even  the  cheapest  camera  is  a  pre- 
cision instrument.  There  is  very  little 
tolerance  in  the  working  parts  of  a 
camera.  A  properly  exposed  photo- 
graph on  today's  film  requires  precise 
amounts  of  light  to  strike  that  film. 
Dust  and  sand  can  jam  shutter  blades 
and  other  moving  parts.  Water,  par- 
ticularly salt  water,  can  squirrel  its 
way  into  any  corrosive  part  of  the 
camera.  And  one  should  never  ask 
one's  spouse  to,  "Hey!  Toss  me  de 
camera." 

Keep  it  clean,  dry  and  relatively 
comfortable  and  your  camera  should 
reward  you  with  pleasing  photo- 
graphs. 

Keeping  your  camera  comfortable 
also  includes  refraining  from  storing 
it  on  the  rear  window  ledge  of  your 
car  as  you  drive  through  the  desert. 
Extremes  of  heat  and  cold  affect  the 
camera,  but  they  have  a  more  telling 
effect  on  the  film  in  that  camera.  Ex- 
cessive heat  can  turn  your  film  into 
something  resembling  the  gelatin  des- 
sert you  had  for  lunch.  It  can  also 
cause  a  usually  undesirable  anomaly 
film  processors  call  color  shift.  Your 
heat-exposed  film  may  look  fine  as 
you  take  it  out  of  the  camera,  but 
the  prints  you  get  back  will  all  have 


a  red,  blue  or  green  cast  to  them.  It's 
the  film's  way  of  telling  you  not  to 
let  its  fragile  emulsions  cook  in  the 
heat. 

Instructions  are  made  only 
to  be  read  by  misfits,  those 
who  can't  get  a  date  on  Sat- 
urday night  or  those  who  al- 


ready have  the  back  of  the 
cereal  box  memorized. 

Please.  Before  you  use  your  cam- 
era, read  the  instructions  that  accom- 
pany both  the  camera  and  the  film 
you  put  in  that  camera.  Now  I  know 
there's  a  body  of  thought  in  this  land 
that  suggests  anyone  who  actually 
reads  instructions  before  using  any 
product  is  somehow  deficient.  But 
you  can  get  around  this  and  still  re- 
tain your  self-esteem.  If  need  be,  take 
your  camera  and  film  instructions  in- 
to the  bathroom  late  at  night,  lock 
the  door  and  read  the  words  as  the 
family  sleeps  in  blissful  ignorance. 
Trust  me.  You'll  be  glad  you  did. 

There's  nothing  faster  in  the 
world  than  the  click  of  a 
camera  shutter  or  the  way 
my  wife  spends  money  on 
vacation. 

While  I  don't  know  about  your 
wife,  there  are  a  whole  lot  of  things 
faster  than  the  click  of  a  camera 
shutter.  For  those  who  own  certain 
pocket  or  instant  cameras,  the  limits 
of  those  cameras'  fixed  shutter  speeds 
become  all  too  obvious  when  the 
prints  come  back  from  the  store;  par- 
ticularly if  you  belong  to  the  "shoot- 
on  -  the  -  swing  -  while  -  speeding  -  down  - 
the-interstate"  school  of  vacation 
photography.

Boxers  Gone: 


A  close-up  look 
at  the  pugilists 
of  years  gone  by

Jake  LaMotta's  life  story  brought  Robert  De  Niro  an 
Oscar  for  his  powerful  portrayal  of  the  raging  Bronx  bull. 
With  a  head  made  of  reinforced  concrete,  LaMotta 
cheerfully  absorbed  punches  that  would  have  stopped 
most  fighters.  His  features  look  as  if  he  got  a  facial  from 
a  steamroller  and  he  claims  his  first  wife  divorced  him 
because  his  face  clashed  with  the  drapes.  However,  his 
brain  remains  nimble  and  Jake  has  become  an  enter- 
taining after  dinner  speaker. 

A  tough,  courageous  battler,  LaMotta  fought  Sugar 
Ray  Robinson  six  times  and  was  the  first  man  ever  to 
hang  a  defeat  on  the  "Harlem  Hammer."  "In  fact,"  says 
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(Opposite  page,  top)  In  1951,  it  took  Rocky  Graziano 
only  three  rounds  to  put  away  Canadian 
Welterweight  Champ  Johnny  Greco.  (Below)  In  the 
same  year,  Sugar  Ray  Robinson  gained  fame 
with  his  hammering  fists,  here  shown  in  third 
round  action  against  Jake  LaMotta. 


LaMotta,  "I  fought  Sugar  Ray  so  many  times  it's  a 
wonder  I  didn't  get  diabetes."  Jake  lost  his  middle- 
weight title  to  Robinson  in  Chicago  on  February  14, 
1951,  in  a  bloody,  one-sided  bout  he  refers  to  as  the  St. 
Valentine's  Day  Massacre.  In  a  career  that  spanned  13 
years  and  106  bouts  against  the  toughest  fighters  in  the 
world,  LaMotta  was  knocked  off  his  feet  only  once, 
against  Danny  Nardico  in  Coral  Gables,  FL,  in  De- 
cember 1952. 

LaMotta  and  Rocky  Graziano  grew  up  in  the  same 
neighborhood  and  Rocky  often  says  that  if  Jake  had  a 
normal  size  head  he'd  have  been  only  a  lightweight. 
LaMotta  counters  by  telling  the  story  of  the  fighter  who 
goes  to  his  manager  and  says,  "I  wanna  fight  Rocky 
Graziano!  Get  me  a  fight  with  Rocky  Graziano!  When 
can  I  fight  Rocky  Graziano?" 

The  manager  replies,  "For  the  last  time  I'm  gonna  tell 
you.  You  are  Rocky  Graziano." 

Always  candid,  LaMotta  was  asked  about  today's 
crop  of  boxers  during  a  recent  interview.  "The  top 
20  fighters  of  30  or  40  years  ago  would  be  in  the 
top  20  today,"  said  LaMotta,  as  he  recalled  the  years 
when  each  division  boasted  an  acre  of  talent  and  crowds 
packed  the  Los  Angeles  Coliseum,  Detroit  Olympia, 
Cleveland  Auditorium,  Hollywood  Legion  Stadium, 
Madison  Square  Garden  and  other  arenas  around  the 
country.  Those  were  the  days  when  the  New  York  area 
alone  supported  13  boxing  shows  a  week. 

LaMotta  won  the  title  in  his  89th  fight  after  nine  years 
as  a  professional  when  he  beat  Marcel  Gerdan  in  Detroit 
in  1949.  It  was  Gerdan's  113th  bout. 

The  matchless  Sugar  Ray  Robinson  won  the  welter- 
weight crown  from  Tommy  Bell  in  1946  in  Robinson's 
76th  fight  as  a  professional. 

Fritzie  Zivic,  the  flat-nosed  brawler  from  Pittsburgh, 
was  fighting  his  130th  professional  fight  when  he  got  his 
first  title  shot  and  beat  Henry  Armstrong  for  the  welter 
title  in  Madison  Square  Garden  in  December  1940. 
Zivic  finally  retired  in  1949  after  230  pro  fights  in  an 
18-year  career. 

Highly  skilled  in  his  trade,  Fritzie  was  often  unortho- 
dox in  his  attack  and  some  opponents  alleged  that  he 
had  five  thumbs  on  each  hand  and  should  have  worn  a 
boxing  glove  on  his  head. 

Zivic  was  a  good  friend  of  another  superb  Pittsburgh 
boxer,  Billy  Conn,  who  almost  won  the  heavyweight  title 
from  Joe  Louis  in  1941.  Conn's  battle  plan  was  to  keep 
moving  and  outbox  the  champ  who  observed:  "He  can 
run  but  he  can't  hide."  Billy  followed  the  strategy  so 
successfully  that  he  was  leading  the  Brown  Bomber  after 
12  rounds.  But  he  got  careless  in  the  13th  and  was 
knocked  out.  Louis  watched  the  fight  pictures  a  few  days 
later  and  a  reporter  asked  him  how  he  enjoyed  them. 
"They  had  a  real  nice  ending,"  Louis  said. 

Conn's  younger  brother,  Jackie,  was  the  world's  great- 
est street  fighter  but  couldn't  make  it  as  a  pro.  However, 
if  the  ring  had  been  paved  with  cobblestones  he  might 
have  been  middleweight  champion  of  the  world. 

Today,  fighters  with  only  20  fights,  sometimes  less, 
are  winning  world  titles  in  either  the  World  Boxing  As- 
sociation or  the  World  Boxing  Council.  So-called  "con- 
tenders" with  only  eight  or  nine  bouts  get  title  shots. 


In  fact,  the  March  16,  1981,  issue  of  "Sports  Illustrated" 
carried  an  article  by  Pat  Putnam  called  Time  to  Clean 
up  Boxing  Again,  pointing  out  that  Rafael  Lovera  of 
Paraguay  fought  Luis  Estaba  of  Venezuela  for  the  fly- 
weight title  in  1975.  Although  no  one  in  South  America 
had  ever  heard  of  Lovera,  his  record  was  cited  by  the 
WBC  as  20-1-1.  Lovera  was  knocked  out  in  the  third 
round.  That  was  no  surprise.  It  was  Lovera's  first  pro- 
fessional fight.  As  Putnam  and  many  other  investi- 
gators report,  these  days  strange  things  happen  with 
ratings  and  boxers'  records. 

Ironically,  because  of  television's  gold-plated  influence, 
fighters  who  would  have  been  lucky  to  get  a  preliminary 
bout  at  Madison  Square  Garden  years  ago  are  taking 
home  huge  purses.  Of  course,  not  all  the  battlers  of 
yesteryear  were  on  a  par  with  Louis  and  Dempsey  or 
Marciano. 

Take  Jack  Doyle,  "The  Irish  Thrush."  A  handsome, 
burly  heavyweight  with  a  beautiful  voice,  Doyle  could 
do  everything  but  fight.  Boxing  legend  has  it  that  one 
night  he  accomplished  the  nearly  impossible  by  knock- 
ing himself  out  in  a  bout  in  Dublin.  Determined  to  end 
the  rumors  that  he  wasn't  a  talented  scrapper,  Doyle 
rushed  from  his  corner  at  the  opening  bell  with  a 
ferocious  scowl  and  a  savage  right-hand  swing.  Un- 
fortunately, his  opponent  sidestepped,  Doyle  missed, 
catapulted  out  of  the  ring  and  landed  on  his  head.  He 
was  counted  out  within  the  first  few  seconds  of  the  first 
round. 

Then  there  was  the  incredible  English  boxer,  Phil 
Scott.  A  heavyweight  of  substantial  talent  and  meager 
determination,  Scott  apparently  had  never  heard  the 
well-worn  cliche,  "When  the  going  gets  tough,  the 
tough  get  going."  When  the  going  got  tough  for  "Phaint-

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Ayoung  Marine's  first 
combat  in  Vietnam

The  battle  for  the  Imperial  City  of  Hue  had  been 
a  bloody,  house-to-house  affair  with  both  sides 
losing  a  lot  of  soldiers.  On  January  31,  1968, 
the  Sixth  NVA  (North  Vietnam  Army)  Regi- 
ment stormed  Hue  City,  killing  or  wounding 
hundreds  of  Marines  in  the  Fifth  Marine  Regi- 
ment. But  the  Marines  struck  back,  and  kept  on 
striking.  By  February  9,  the  enemy  had  lost 
1,053  soldiers,  enough  to  man  two  battalions. 
Within  a  month,  they  had  been  routed. 

That's  when  I  arrived  at  the  "Fifth,"  March 
1968.  I  was  a  replacement  "boot,"  and  scuttle- 
butt had  it  that  this  was  going  to  be  skating 
duty.  Supposedly,  we  boots  were  going  to  team 
up  with  what  was  left  of  the  Fifth  Marines  and 
simply  guard  the  bridges  on  Highway  1  while 
more  replacements  straggled  in.  Everyone 
seemed  happy  about  the  idea;  evidently,  any  duty 
was  better  than  beating  the  "bush."  I  took  their 
word  for  it  since  I  hadn't  done  either  one  yet. 

Twenty-five  minutes  outside  of  Phu  Bai,  our 
convoy  stopped  in  front  of  a  large,  old,  black, 
steel  bridge.  My  platoon  was  shouted  out  of  the 
last  two  trucks — this  was  going  to  be  our  baby. 
The  bridge  stretched  across  a  wide  jungle  river

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In  a  California  "think-tank,"  a  group 
of  skilled  technocrats  study  the  pro- 
totype of  a  new  device  that  has  come 
out  of  their  laboratory  and  shake 
their  heads  in  disappointment.  "I 
don't  think  this  will  match  the  new 
devices  the  enemy  will  put  out," 
one  of  them  comments.  "We'll  have 
to  make  improvements." 

In  Queens,  NY,  a  man  wearing  a 
trench  coat  and  carrying  a  black 
briefcase  is  stopped  by  security 
guards  at  the  entrance  to  an  in- 
dustrial plant.  He  explains  that  he  has 
an  appointment  with  Mr.  S.  "in  con- 
nection with  Project  A-5."  He  is 
checked  out  via  an  intercom  call, 
then  is  permitted  to  go  upstairs  where 
double-locked  doors  are  opened  to 
him.  His  movements  are  tracked  by 
a  closed-circuit  TV  camera. 

In  the  sanctum  sanctorum  of  the 
Pentagon,  a  group  of  military  officers 
remain  past  their  usual  quitting  time 
to  solve  the  mystery  of  a  cube-shaped 
gadget  that  experienced  intelligence 
agents  have  failed  to  decipher.  They 
continue  at  their  task  for  several 
hours  without  success. 

These  reports  may  sound  like  news 
flashes  of  what  is  going  on  in  Ameri- 
ca's military  and  defense  establish- 
ments, but  they  are  actually  inside 
tidbits  about  the  modern  toy  industry. 
Those  jolly  people  whose  traditional 
mission  has  been  to  bring  young- 
sters fun  and  games  have  undergone 
a  dramatic  transformation.  The  im- 
age of  a  toymaker  as  a  wrinkled 
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codger  toiling  with  his  hands  in  a 
basement  workshop  is  best  left  to  the 
pages  of  "Pinocchio." 

Toymaking  today  has  been  in- 
fected with  high-level  technology  and 
involves  regiments  of  engineers, 
computer  programmers,  scientists  and 
industrial  designers.  They  come  out 
of  such  aerospace  firms  as  Hughes 
Aircraft,  Grumman  and  Rockwell  In- 
ternational and,  according  to  Eddy 
Goldfarb — who  heads  the  Goldfarb/ 
Benkoe  toy  "think-tank"  in  North- 
ridge,  CA — their  conversations  are 
peppered  with  military  and  space 
jargon. 

The  "enemy,"  for  instance,  refers 
only  to  the  competition  in  an  in- 
dustry that  was  once  a  homespun  col- 
lection of  small  entrepreneurs,  but  is 
now  led  by  conglomerates  and  does 
$6.8  billion  at  the  retail  level,  making 
it  twice  the  size  of  the  motion  picture 
industry.  It  is  an  industry  that  can 
generate  huge  profits — but  also  huge 
losses — and  is  so  fiercely  competitive 
it  makes  the  old  Hatfield-McCoy 
feuders  seem  like  kissing  cousins. 

The  principal  genesis  of  change  in 
the  toy  world  was  the  falling  birth 
rate  which  caused  fears  of  shrinkage 
in  the  industry's  natural  market.  "It 
became  important  for  toy  companies 
to  design  products  to  appeal  to  a  wid- 
er age  range  and  to  attract  adult, 
as  well  as  child  and  teen-age,  con- 
sumers," says  Steward  Sims,  vice 
president  for  marketing  and  product 
development  at  the  Ideal  Toy  Corp. 

The  hottest-selling  toy  product  for 
the  1981  season,  "Rubik's  Cube," 


found  its  golden  lode  by  its  exem- 
plary jump  across  the  generation  gap. 
It  fascinates  youngsters,  but  it  is  even 
a  bigger  favorite  with  their  parents, 
who  have  found  this  innocuous-look- 
ing, multicolored,  fist-sized  puzzle 
both  mind  blowing  and  addictive. 
This  is  the  puzzle  that  keeps  many 
Pentagon  brass  hats  spending  their 
lunch  hours  and  evening  hours  trying 
to  solve  it.  It  is  the  No.  1  plaything 
among  mathematicians,  not  to  men- 
tion business  executives,  sales  man- 
agers, architects,  lawyers,  blue-collar 
workers  and  college  students.  It  con- 
sists of  small  rows  of  cubes  with  each 
side  forming  a  solid  color  and  avail-

able to  be  twisted  and  turned  on  in- 
ner axes.  Give  it  a  few  twists  and  the 
solid  colored  faces  become  scrambled 
into  rainbow  salad.  The  challenge  is 
to  restore  the  original  pattern  of  solid 
colors.  This  looks  simple  but  its  in- 
ventor, Hungarian  architect-engineer 
Erno  Rubik,  designed  the  puzzle  so  it 
has  a  total  of  43  quintillion  possible 
positions— that  is,  43,252,003,274,- 
489,586,000  positions!  This  leads  to 
what  Douglas  Hofstader,  a  computer 
science  professor  at  Indiana  Uni- 
versity, calls  Cubitis  magikia — "a 
severe  mental  disorder  accompanied 
by  itching  of  the  fingertips  which 
can  only  be  relieved  by  prolonged 
contact  with  the  Cube."  Such  pro- 
longed contact  caused  Dame  Kath- 
leen Ollerenshaw,  former  Lord 
Mayor  of  Manchester,  England,  to 
undergo  surgery  for  tendinitis  of  the 
thumb. 

Another  dazzling  lode  has  been 
harvested  by  the  Kenner  Toy  Co.  of 
Cincinnati,  OH,  with  its  array  of 
"Star  Wars"  figures,  vehicles,  set- 
tings and  games  based  on  the  "Star 
Wars"  film  and  its  sequel,  "The 
Empire  Strikes  Back."  The  back-to- 
back  films  have  been  the  biggest 
grossing  productions  in  cinema 
history  and  the  toy  spinoffs  have 
made  a  record  in  their  own  right.  Ac- 
cording to  David  DeMala,  a  Kenner 
executive,  the  company  has  been  sell- 
ing about  40  million  S.K.U.'s  (stock- 
keeping  toy  units)  a  year  of  "Star 
Wars"  products.  "When  you  con-

Simon  &  Schuster 
Pub.,  $16.95.  An  Englishman  who 
fell  in  love  with  the  Mississippi  Riv- 
er after  reading  Huckleberry  Finn  as 
a  boy  realizes  his  dream  of  traveling 
the  length  of  that  river  in  a  small 
boat  30  years  later.

ing"  Phil,  he'd  usually  fall  to  the 
canvas  groaning  "Foul."  Nonethe- 
less, Scott's  manager  Jimmy  John- 
ston steered  his  faint-hearted  charge 
into  lucrative  bouts  with  some  of  the 
leading  heavyweights  of  the  1930s. 
On  one  occasion,  Johnston,  startled 
to  learn  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  was  paid  only  $75,- 
000  a  year,  remarked  with  customary 
candor,  "Why  last  year  my  tiger 
made  more  than  that  just  sitting  on 
the  floor  grabbing  his  groin."  At 
least  that's  the  way  the  late  John 
Lardner  told  it.  When  the  Queen 
Mary  was  built,  its  decorations  in- 
cluded portraits  of  famous  British 
athletes  in  characteristic  poses.  True 
to  form,  "Phainting"  Phil  Scott  was 
depicted  Jying  on  the  canvas. 

The  golden  years  produced  a  wide 
array  of  colorful  brawlers,  some  more 
colorful  than  they  were  skillful. 
The  famed  English  grammarian,  King 
Levinsky,  fought  the  young  Joe  Louis 
in  Chicago's  Comiskey  Park  in  1935. 
Usually  a  fearless  battler,  Levinsky 
was  so  impressed  with  Joe's  knockout 
prowess  that  there  was  some  question 
whether  he'd  even  make  it  into  the 
ring.  To  make  sure  he  did,  the  fight 
went  on  half  an  hour  early — and 
ended  just  as  early  as  Louis  de- 
molished the  King  in  less  than  a 
round.  When  Levinsky  regained  his 
senses  in  his  dressing  room  a 
reporter  asked  him  what  had 
happened.  The  King  replied, 
"I  don't  know,  I  was  in  a  transom." 

Observers  say  that  like  many 
fighters,  the  King  invested  his  money 
in  horses  that  ran  slowly  and  women 
who  ran  fast  and  he  wound  up  with 
nothing  to  show  for  his  bruises.  He 
ended  up  selling  ties  and  former 
home  run  slugger  Ralph  Kiner  tells 
about  the  time  he  was  in  Miami 
training  with  the  Pirates  after  World 
War  II.  Ralph  and  some  of  his 
teammates  were  having  a  few  cool 
ones  in  a  local  bistro  and  the  King 
came  in  with  a  box  full  of  ties. 

"They  were  only  $3.50  each,"  said 
Ralph,  "and  in  order  to  get  rid  of 
the  King  I  selected  one  of  them  and 
gave  him  a  $10  bill.  Instead  of  giving 
me  change  he  handed  me  two  more 
ties  and  then  shuffled  away." 

Obviously,  Levinsky  had  learned  a 
little  something  about  financial  ma- 
nipulation from  his  experience  with 


managers  and  promoters.  Perhaps  he 
should  have  studied  the  financial 
record  of  Luis  Firpo.  While  best 
known  for  his  slashing  battle  with 
Jack  Dempsey  in  1923,  Firpo  is  still 
remembered  by  denizens  of  the  box- 
ing beat  as  the  slowest  man  with  a 
peso  ever  to  come  out  of  South 
America  or  anywhere  else.  Years 
after  Firpo's  retirement  from  the 
ring,  promoter  Mike  Jacobs'  sec- 
retary told  him  Luis  was  calling  long 
distance  from  Buenos  Aires.  Jacobs 
turned  pale  and  asked,  "Are  the 
charges  reversed?" 

"No,"  answered  the  secretary. 

"Then  it  ain't  Firpo,"  Jacobs  said. 

Although  Sugar  Ray  Robinson  was 
no  Firpo  when  it  came  to  saving 
money,  he  compiled  one  of  the  most 
incredible  boxing  records  of  any  era 
and  is  generally  recognized  as  the 
finest  fighter  of  all  time.  Amazing 
as  it  seems,  Sugar  Ray  was  fighting 
main  events  from  1940  until  1965  and 
in  that  time  won  the  welterweight 
title  once  and  the  middleweight 
crown  five  times.  A  flawless  crafts- 
man, he  fought  everybody  and,  until 
age  eroded  his  skills,  he  beat  them  all. 

A  man  of  great  talent  and  limited 
humility,  Robinson  inspired  one 
sportswriter  to  describe  him  as  the 
"only  man  I  ever  saw  who  could 
strut  while  sitting  down."  The  age- 
less Sugar  Ray  continued  strutting 
until  1965  when  he  quit  for  good  at 
the  age  of  45.  The  record  he  left 
behind  is  startling.  When  he  was 
nearly  40  years  old  he  was  decisively 
whipping  top  compaigners  like  Gene 
Fullmer  and  Carmen  Basilio,  both  of 
whom  were  in  grammar  school  when 
Ray  turned  pro.  At  the  time  of  his 
first  retirement  in  1952,  he  had  lost 
only  three  of  137  bouts.  In  a  career 
that  ultimately  included  202  fights, 
Ray  was  stopped  only  once — by  Joe 
Maxim,  who  outweighed  Ray  by  18 
pounds  the  night  he  went  after 
Maxim's  light-heavyweight  crown. 
They  fought  in  96-degree  heat  in 
New  York  City  on  June  25,  1952. 
Leading  on  all  score  cards  after  13 
rounds,  Robinson  succumbed  to  heat 
prostration  and  couldn't  come  out  for 
the  14th  round. 

Maxim  was  a  courageous,  tough- 
chinned  boxer  with  a  gentle  punch — 
so  gentle,  in  fact,  that  when  a  sports-

writer  asked  him  about  his  wife's 
suit  for  divorce  charging  cruelty, 
Maxim  replied:  "You  know  that  can't 
be  true.  I  can't  hit  hard  enough  to 
hurt  her."  Nevertheless,  under  the 
guidance  of  Doc  Kearns,  Maxim 
fought  115  bouts,  meeting  champions 
and  top  contenders  including  Ezzard 
Charles,  Jersey  Joe  Walcott,  Gus 
Lesnevich,  Irish  Bob  Murphy  and 
Floyd  Patterson. 

Kearns,  whose  managerial  career 
spanned  five  decades,  was  unsur- 
passed in  his  talent  for  scooping  up 
large  amounts  of  cash.  His  most 
famous  battler  was  Jack  Dempsey, 
who  in  nine  fights  between  1919  and 
1927  made  $2,712,079— and  that  was 
in  the  days  of  meager  income  taxes. 

Kearnsx  moved  Dempsey  into  a 
championship  bout  with  Jess  Willard, 
the  heavyweight  champ,  in  Toledo, 
OH,  on  July  4,  1919.  Dempsey's 
punches  caved  in  the  side  of  Willard's 
face  and  in  three  rounds  Kearns  and 
his  tiger  owned  the  heavyweight  title. 

It  was  the  wily  Kearns  who  once 
observed:  "Experience  is  a  bunch  of 
mistakes,"  and  there's  no  doubt  that 
many  who  did  business  with  Doc 
regarded  it  as  both  an  experience  and 
a  mistake.  Archie  Moore  tells  the 
story  that  Kearns  once  printed  an 
extra  set  of  tickets  for  a  Dempsey 
Garden  bout,  thus  selling  out  the 
house  twice.  They  say  the  best  fights 
that  night  were  in  the  seats.  Yet  it 
surprised  no  one  that  when  Archie 
Moore  finally  won  Joe  Maxim's  light 
heavyweight  title,  Doc  Kearns  soon 
appeared  as  Archie's  new  manager. 
Moore  always  spoke  fondly  of 
Kearns  and  his  skill  in  attracting 
bountiful  quantities  of  money.  "Give 
him  200  pounds  of  steel  wool,"  said 
Archie,  "and  he'll  knit  you  a  stove." 

Seasoned  through  years  of  cam- 
paigning all  over  the  world,  Archie 
was  a  remarkable  example  of  dura- 
bility in  a  business  ordinarily  limited 
to  the  young.  Probably  39  years  old 
when  he  won  the  title  from  Maxim  in 
1952,  Archie  continued  boxing  until 
1963  when  he  quit  after  228  fights. 
According  to  his  mother,  Archie  was 
born  in  1913,  which  made  him  50 
years  old  at  his  retirement. 

Fueled  by  television,  boxing 
boomed  in  the  '50s  as  fans  sat  in  their 
living    rooms    and  enjoyed  bouts 


beamed  from  every  section  of  the 
country.  TV  gobbled  up  the  talent 
even  as  it  killed  the  small  fight  clubs 
where  the  talent  was  developed — the 
schools  where  the  likes  of  Tony  Zale, 
Willie  Pip,  Johnny  Bratton,  Fritzie 
Zivic,  Carmen  Basilio,  Henry  Arm- 
strong and  others  painfully  learned 
their  trade.  There  is  no  other  way  to 
really  learn  it. 

Boxing  almost  died  in  the  '60s  and 
then  television,  the  medium  that  had 
destroyed  the  sport's  training 
grounds,  sparked  a  miraculous  revival 
in  the  '70s.  Advertisers  happy  to  pay 
top  dollar  for  the  chance  to  screen 
their  commercials  on  boxing  telecasts 
have  contributed  to  a  remarkable  re- 
surgence of  interest.  This  has  stim- 
ulated a  desperate  search  for  boxers 
to  fill  the  cards.  In  a  strange  twist, 
mediocre  talent  is  making  more 
money  than  yesterday's  greats  ever 
dreamed  existed.

In  order 
to  implement  the  "Former  Prisoners  of 
War  Benefits  Act  of  1981,"  the  VA  is 
launching  a  nationwide  effort  to  identify- 
all  living  former  POWs  and  has  asked  the 
Legion  for  help.  Dept.  Service  Officers 
have  been  asked  to  assemble  all  informa- 
tion relative  to  POWs  they  now  have  on 
hand  and  forward  it  to  National  VA&R 
Director  R.E.  Lyngh.  Further,  Post  Ser- 
vice Officers  have  been  asked  to  iden- 
tify all  POWs  known  to  them,  or  those 
they  can  locate  in  their  communities, 
and  forward  the  data  to  their  Dept.  Service 
Officers.  They've  also  been  asked  to  pick 
up  identification  of  any  former  POWs  who 
may  approach  the  Legion  for  assistance. 
The  POW  information — their  name,  address, 
telephone  number,  VA  claim  number,  Social 
Security  Number  and  whether  or  not  they 
are  presently  receiving  benefits — is  being 
gathered  so  that  the  VA  may  contact  the 
former  POWs  to  tell  them  of  this  new 
legislation  and  to  assist  them  in  apply- 
ing for  benefits.

In 
addition,  41  more  Vet  Centers  will  be 
opened  in  the  near  future  as  announced 
earlier.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  is 
Charles  T.  Hagel,  Deputy  Administrator 
designee,  a  twice  wounded  Vietnam  combat 
veteran  .  .  .  Among  the  charges  given  the 
committee,  in  addition  to  overseeing  the 
program  and  its  management,  are  those  of 
assuring  the  integrity  and  quality  of 
the  service  ;  assuring  a  broad  based  pro- 
gram sufficiently  flexible  to  meet  the 
needs  of  veterans  and  assuring  the  inte- 
gration of  cooperative  efforts  by  all  VA 
departments.  Further,  the  committee  will 
advise  the  administrator  on  all  read- 
justment counseling  policies.

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Between  1962  and  1971,  American 
forces  dumped  more  than  10.6  mil- 
lion gallons  of  an  herbicide  called 
"Agent  Orange"  on  Vietnam  in  order 
to  deprive  the  enemy  of  ground  cov- 
er provided  by  dense  jungles  and 
foliage. 

Air  Force  C-123  cargo  planes  criss- 
crossed the  country,  spewing  the 
herbicide  over  known  and  suspected 
enemy  hiding  places.  The  massive 
defoliation  project,  dubbed  "Opera- 
tion Ranch  Hand,"  blanketed  an 
area  about  the  size  of  Massachusetts 
and  left  barren  strips  of  land  that, 
even  today,  are  visible  from  Ameri- 
can photographing  satellites.  On  the 
ground,  Agent  Orange  was  sprayed 
from  trucks  and  backpacks  around 
base  perimeters,  landing  zones  and 
other  areas. 

More  than  2.4  million  Americans 
served  in  Vietnam.  Some  of  them 
served  during  the  defoliation  efforts. 
Some  passed  over  the  land  sprayed 
by  Agent  Orange  a  day,  a  month  or 
a  year  later.  Some  maintain  they 
were  in  the  defoliation  areas  even  as 
planes  flew  overhead  distributing  the 
herbicide.  Others  wrestled  those  or- 
ange-striped 55-gallon  drums  of 
herbicide  from  stack  to  aircraft. 

Three  years  after  America's  in- 
volvement in  Vietnam,  Agent  Orange 
exposed  veterans  began  wondering  if 
they'd  survived  the  battlefield  only 
to  return  home  with  a  time  bomb 
ticking  in  their  bodies.  Wide-spread 
media  reports  linked  exposure1  to 
Agent  Orange — and  particularly  its 
contaminant  TCDD  or  dioxin — to  a 
variety  of  short-  and  long-term  health 
problems.  (See  the  accompanying 
article  on  page  35.) 

Thousands  of  Vietnam  veterans 
began  to  file  claims  with  the  Veter- 
ans Administration  or  contacted 
them  to  obtain  additional  informa- 
tion on  Agent  Orange.  The  VA's  re- 


Identifying 
The  Problem 


(First  of  a  three-part  series) 


sponse  shocked  the  entire  veterans 
community  and  not  just  those  veter- 
ans of  Vietnam. 

In  many  instances,  VA  officials 
greeted  these  claimants  with  cynicism 
and  indifference.  At  VA  headquarters 
in  Washington,  DC,  officials  dis- 
avowed any  link  between  exposure 
to  Agent  Orange  and  the  illnesses 
being  described.  And  they  gave  little 
or  no  indication  that-  they  intended 
pursuing  answers  to  these  questions. 

In  testimony  before  the  Senate 
Committee  on  Veterans  Affairs  in 
May  1980,  the  Legion's  Chief  of 
Claims  Service,  John  F.  Sommer, 
told  Senators  that,  "The  possible 
health  hazard  resulting  from  Agent 
Orange  exposure  is  not  only  a  scien- 
tific problem,  but  it  is  also  an  emo- 
tional issue  for  the  veterans 


con- 


cerned. VA  would  have  been  well  ad- 
vised to  have  handled  the  entire  mat- 
ter with  the  sensitivity  and  the  ur- 
gency that  are  clearly  indicated.  The 
agency  has  not  done  so." 

Television  and  newspaper  reports 
describing  dioxin  as  a  potent  cancer- 
causing  and  fetus-deforming  agent  in 
laboratory  animals  raised  the  emo- 
tional level  of  the  debate  from  frus- 
tration to  anger.  And  still  the  VA 
seemed  reluctant  to  act. 

Today,  Vietnam  veterans  exposed 
to  Agent  Orange  find  themselves  in 
the  middle  of  a  whirlpool  of  claims 
and  counter  claims.  One  group  claims 
the  dioxin  contaminants  found  in 
Agent  Orange  are  just  as  surely  kill- 
ing the  American  veteran  of  Vietnam 
as  North  Vietnamese  bombs  and 
bullets  did  eight  years  ago.  The  other 
side  maintains  the  quantities  of  diox- 
in found  in  Agent  Orange  are  not 
now — nor  ever  have  been — a  threat 
to  humans.  The  whirlpool's  vortex 
has  been  accelerated  for  both  sides 
of  the  issue  by  incomplete  or  histrion- 
ic media  reports,  hesitant  and  de- 
fensive VA  officials  and  the  incredi- 
ble complexity  of  the  search  for 
scientifically  valid  answers  to  all  of 
these  questions. 

Vietnam  veterans  are  demanding 
answers  to  these  questions — and 
rightly  so.  The  American  Legion  is 
equally  demanding  of  answers — 
from  the  producers  of  Agent  Orange, 
from  the  scientific  community  and 
from  the  federal  government. 

A  year  after  his  initial  appearance 
before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Vet- 
erans Affairs,  Sommer  went  back  to 
that  committee  and  told  them,  "It  is 
our  position  that  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  must  be  prepared 
to  accept  the  consequences  of  its 
own  actions.  If  Agent  Orange  expo- 
sure has  caused  health  defects  in 
those  exposed,  then  the  Government 
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will  have  to  respond  fairly  and  gen- 
erously, and  provide  whatever  assis- 
tance is  necessary,  regardless  of  the 
dollar  cost." 

The  argument  is  clear  and  suc- 
cinct, and  one  that  Congress  has  ac- 
cepted. The  Legion  does  not  work  to 
protect  the  rights  of  veterans  only 
when  those  rights  do  not  conflict  with 
the  government  or  the  VA,  neither 
should  Congress. 

America  has  always  been  prepared 
to  pay  for  the  consequences  of  her 
actions  on  the  battlefield,  but  some- 
times only  after  prodding  from  the 
veterans  who  served  on  those  battle- 
fields. 

The  scenario  is  no  different  for  re- 
solving the  questions  surrounding 
Agent  Orange.  The  answers  must  be 
found  by  men  and  women  who  me- 
thodically sift  the  available  evi- 
dence and — using  the  best  scientific 
minds  and  ,  American  technology 
available — prove  whether  the  dioxin 
contaminants  found  in  Agent  Orange 
are  a  time  bomb,  or  a  dud. 


The  Government  of  the  United 
States  must  be  prepared  to 
accept  the  consequences  of 
its  own  actions. 


The  answers,  further,  should  be 
found  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  by 
men  and  women  who  enjoy  the  trust 
and  respect  of  the  veterans  affected 
by  these  potentially  life-threatening 
questions. 

Long-time  Legionnaires  are  par- 
ticularly attuned  to  the  necessity  of 
conducting  a  reasoned,  dispassionate 
— yet  forceful  and  determined — in- 
vestigation of  the  evidence.  Years  of 
work  allowed  the  Legion  to  fight  the 
successful  fight  for  those  veterans 
who  contracted  cancer  as  a  result  of 
their  exposure  to  radiation  at  atomic 
bomb  test  sites.  Facts  and  figures 
won  where  protestors'  placards  and 
vitriolic  claims  could  not. 

As  Legionnaires,  we  each  share 
the  burden  of  seeing  the  controversy 
surrounding  Agent  Orange  resolved. 
Thus,  it's  important  we  examine  the 
history,  the  facts  and  the  theories 
involved  in  America's  use  of  Agent 


Orange.  For  only  with  a  fundamental 
understanding  of  the  issues  may  we 
begin  to  contribute  to  finding  a  so- 
lution .  .  .  and  not  adding  to  the 
problem. 

In  this,  and  subsequent  articles  in 
the  February  and  March  issues  of  The 
American  Legion  Magazine,  we  will 
begin  to  examine  the  body  of  knowl- 
edge currently  available  on  Agent 
Orange,  assess  the  efforts  being  made 
by  government  and  private  bodies  to 
resolve  the  controversy,  describe 
what  the  Agent  Orange  exposed 
Vietnam  vet  can  do  to  ensure  his 
rights  are  protected,  and  offer  up 
ways  Legionnaires  and  their  Posts 
can  help  see  that  answers  are  forth- 
coming. 

What  is  Agent  Orange? 

The  Agent  Orange  used  in  Viet- 
nam is  a  combination  of  two  herbi- 
cides: 2,4-D  and  2,4,5-T.  Both  are 
phenoxy  herbicides.  That  is,  they  are 
synthetic  derivatives  of  naturally  oc- 
curing  plant  growth  regulators  found 
in  phenoxyacetic  acid  compounds. 

The  first  of  these  herbicides,  2,4-D, 
was  shown  by  scientists  in  1945  to  be 
a  reasonably  effective  herbicide  for 
use  in  the  control  of  broadleaf  plants 
and  weeds  found  among  cash  crops 
and  forest  lands. 

Enthusiasm  for  the  new  herbicide 
was  great,  for  unlike  chemical  herbi- 
cides, it  appeared  to  be  a  "natural" 
method  of  controlling  weeds.  But 
2,4-D  had  its  flaws.  While  it  was  ef- 
fective with  broadleaf  weeds,  it  didn't 
have  much  effect  on  the  brush-type 
weeds  often  found  in  the  same  fields. 
Nevertheless,  it  was  an  efficient  and 


inexpensive  herbicide  and  was  li- 
censed for  use  by  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  1948. 

Researchers  from  private  and  gov- 
ernment sectors  (including  Depart- 
ment of  Defense  scientists  who  were 
studying  the  phenoxy  herbicides  as 
potential  jungle  defoliants)  found 
that  a  derivative  of  these  compounds, 
2,4,5-T,  was  effective  where  2,4-D, 
was  not.  It  killed  the  brush  weeds. 

The  herbicides  used  in  tandem  de- 
livered a  lethal  one-two  punch.  For 
those  shrubs  and  weeds  with  resis- 
tance to  2,4-D— 2,4,5-T  did  the  trick. 
The  two  were  used  to  control  weeds 
in  grain  and  corn  fields,  along  high- 
way and  railway  rights-of-way,  in 
rangelands  and  forests,  and  in  wheat, 
rice  and  sugar  cane  fields. 

The  first  sign  that  these  "perfect" 
and  "natural"  herbicides  weren't  all 
they  were  cracked  up  to  be  came  in 
1957.  Scientists  reported  2,4,5-T 
contained  a  contaminant  that  was  an 
unavoidable  result  of  the  manufac- 
turing process.  This  contaminant, 
TCDD  or  dioxin  (2,3,7,8  Tetrachlo- 
rodibenzo-p-dioxin)  was  subsequent- 
ly found  to  be  a  potent  carcinogen 
(cancer  causing  agent)  and  terato- 
gen (fetus  deforming  agent)  when 
administered  to  laboratory  animals 
in  doses  far  exceeding  the  amounts 
to  which  humans  were  exposed. 

Scientists,  however,  were  not  ready 
to  automatically  dismiss  2,4,5-T  from 
use.  Indeed,  what  studies  they  did 
perform  in  the  laboratory  tended  to 
confuse  rather  than  clarify  the  issue. 

A  report  by  the  American  Council 
on  Science  and  Health  noted  that, 
Continued . . .

But  the  potential  for  study  did 
exist.  Backtracking  scientists  discov- 
ered that  in  1949,  at  a  2,4,5-T  plant 
in  Nitro,  WV,  228  workers  were  re- 
ported to  have  developed  chloracne — 
a  type  of  skin  disorder — as  the  result 
of  an  explosion  and  subsequent  expo- 
sure to  dioxin  there.  Through  the 
years,  similar  accidents  have  occurred 
in  West  Germany,  Amsterdam, 
Czechoslovakia,  England  and  Italy. 

But,  as  we'll  see  next  month,  in- 
terest by  the  scientific  community  in 
studying  those  people  exposed  to  di- 
oxin has  grown  only  in  the  last  few 
years.  And  that  increased  interest 
has  been  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
growing  furor  over  Vietnam  veterans 
exposed  to  the  defoliant. 


Veterans  began  wondering 
if  they'd  survived  the 
battlefield  only  to  return 
home  with  a  time  bomb 
ticking  in  their  bodies. 


The  furor  that  was  to  make  Agent 
Orange  a  household  phrase  began 
in  1976  when  a  Chicago  VA  Medical 
Administration  Service  employee, 
Maude  De  Victor,  noted  she  was  see- 
ing a  large  number  of  Vietnam  vet- 
erans with  recurring  problems.  Many 
of  these  veterans  said  they  had  been 
exposed  to  "a  lot  of  chemicals  in 
Vietnam." 

Her  search  for  the  identity  of  these 
chemicals  led  her  to  Agent  Orange 
and  its  dioxin  contaminant.  She 
gathered  what  evidence  she  had  and 
forwarded  it  to  VA  officials  in  Wash- 
ington. In  the  meantime,  a  local  Chi- 
cago TV  station  picked  up  the  story 
and  ran  with  it. 

Media  coverage  exploded  across 
the  land.  In  short  order,  TV  stations 
in  major  cities  across  the  country  had 
aired  special  reports  on  Agent  Or- 
ange. Network  news  programs  re- 
ported the  mounting  furor  and  the 
major  newspapers  of  the  nation  de- 
livered wide-ranging  articles  on  the 
subject  to  their  subscribers'  door- 
steps.

dismissed  an  investigation  of  dioxin 
as  too  complex,  expensive  and  time- 
consuming,  started  dusting  off  their 
notes  from  years  past  and  reconsider- 
ing the  dilemma  facing  a  generation 
of  veterans. 

Today,  more  than  67,000  Vietnam 
veterans  have  presented  themselves 
to  VA  hospitals  for  Agent  Orange 
physical  examinations.  More  than 
11,000  have  filed  claims  with  the  VA, 
maintaining  that  various  afflictions 
they  have  suffered  are  as  a  direct  re- 
sult of  their  exposure  to  Agent  Or- 
ange in  Vietnam.  The  VA  has  ap- 
proved 712  such  claims,  but  for  dis- 
abilities unrelated  to  the  veteran's 
claim  of  exposure  to  Agent  Orange. 
The  Board  of  Veterans  Appeals  has 
allowed  an  additional  53  claims.  But 
here,  too,  none  were  allowed  by  vir- 
tue of  exposure  to  Agent  Orange. 

The  VA's  position  on  all  this  is 
straightforward,  according  to  Dr. 
Barclay  M.  Shepard,  special  assistant 
to  the  VA's  chief  medical  director 
for  environmental  medicine,  "Our 
game  plan  is  to  continue  the  registry 
(of  Agent  Orange  claimants) ,  to  con- 
tinue to  keep  veterans  informed,  to 
monitor  ongoing  scientific  efforts  and 
— if  a  cause  and  effect  relationship 
is  established — to  propose  necessary 
legislation." 

Proof  is  what  everyone  demands — 
and  no  one  has.  It's  become  a  per- 
vasive attitude  best  summed  up  by 
Harvard  scientist  Mathew  Meselson. 
"I  don't  think  there  is  convincing  evi- 
dence that  TCDD  (dioxin)  is  caus- 
ing serious  widespread  health  prob- 
lems," he  said.  However,  since  there 
is  no  convincing  evidence  to  the  con- 
trary, "I  believe  there  is  good  reason 
to  be  concerned." 

Can  scientists  find  the  proof,  or 
are  the  answers  too  complex  and  ob- 
scure to  ever  be  recognized?  Can 
the  VA  be  counted  on  to  construct 
and  conduct  a  scientifically  valid  ex- 
amination of  the  problem,  or  will 
self-serving  interests  obstruct  the 
task?  Can  answers  be  found — if  an- 
swers exist — in  time  to  help  the  vet- 
eran? 

"Agent  Orange:  In  Search  of 
Answers"  in  next  month's  American 
Legion  Magazine  will  examine  these 
questions.  In  the  process,  readers  will 
learn  that,  at  least  in  the  scientific 
community,  the  shortest  route  be-

cause  he  sponsored  a  Congressional 
resolution  calling  for  its  establish- 
ment. Fish's  resolution  was  the  last 
piece  of  legislation  signed  by  Presi- 
dent Woodrow  Wilson. 

Fish,  93,  laid  the  wreath  before  a 
crowd  of  3,000  and  a  national  TV 
audience  and  repeated  the  words  he 
first  spoke  on  November  11,  1921: 
"On  behalf  of  the  ex-servicemen  of 
the  Republic,  I  reverently  place  this 
wreath  on  the  tomb  of  our  unknown 
comrades-in-arms  who  paid  the 
supreme  sacrifice,  that  we  might 
live  at  peace  with  all  the  world." 

Besides  being  author  of  the  legis- 
lation that  provided  for  the  Tomb  of 
the  Unknowns,  Fish  is  known  to 
Legionnaires  as  one  of  the  organi- 
zation's founders  and  a  member  of 
the  committee  of  three  that  wrote  the 
preamble  to  the  Legion's  consti- 
tution. He  was  named  an  Honorary 
Past  National  Commander  by  proc- 
lamation of  the  1979  National  Con- 
vention in  Houston  in  recognition  of 
his  many  years  of  service  to  the  Le- 
gion and  the  nation.

Blind/  Disabled

American  Legion  Magazine  Com- 
mission Chairman  Milford  A.  Forres- 
ter has  announced  that  the  Legion 
Magazine  will  be  available  on  phono- 
graphic disc  recordings  to  blind  and 
physically  disabled  Legionnaires  be- 
ginning with  the  March  1982  issue. 

Working  in  concert  with  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress's  "Talking  Books" 
program,  which  provides  the  neces- 
sary phonographic  equipment,  the 
Magazine  will  be  recorded  on  8V3 
rpm  flexible  discs  and  mailed  direct- 
ly to  eligible  Legionnaires.  There  is 
no  charge  for  either  the  "Talking 
American  Legion  Magazine"  or  the 
disc-playing  machine. 

The  disc  recordings  of  the  Maga- 
zine will  replace  the  current  Braille 
edition  which  is  mailed  to  some  50 
subscribers  and  will  enable  many 
more  visually  and  physically  handi- 
capped Legionnaires  to  enjoy  the 
national  publication. 

Legionnaires  are  eligible  for  en- 
rollment in  the  program  if: 

•  They  are  legally  blind — their 
vision  in  the  better  eye  is  20/200  or 
less  with  correcting  glasses,  or  their 
widest  diameter  of  visual  field  is  no 
greater  than  20  degrees; 

•  They  cannot  see  well  enough  or 
focus  long  enough  to  read  standard 
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print,  although  they  wear  glasses  to 
correct  their  vision; 

•  They  are  unable  to  handle  print 
books  or  turn  pages  because  of  a 
physical  handicap; 

•  Or  they  are  certified  by  a  medi- 
cal doctor  as  having  a  reading  disa- 
bility due  to  an  organic  dysfunction, 
which  is  of  sufficient  severity  to  pre- 
vent reading  in  a  normal  manner. 

According  to  Chairman  Forrester, 
this  service  is  of  particular  impor- 
tance to  Legionnaires  today  because 
"many  of  our  World  War  I  comrades 
are  now  at  the  age  where  eyesight 
may  be  failing,  or  other  disabilities 
make  it  increasingly  difficult  to  read. 


Further,  1  there  are  hundreds  of 
younger  Legionnaires  who  are  experi- 
encing similar  problems. 

"We  are  certain  eligible  Legion- 
naires will  greatly  benefit  not  only 
from  access  to  the  "Talking  Ameri- 
can Legion  Magazine,"  he  said,  "but 
also  from  many  books  which  are 
available  in  disc  form  through  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  its  regional 
branches."

Q.  Is  it  possible  for  me  to  pay  my 
VA  guaranteed  home  loan  before  it  be- 
comes due? 

A.  Yes.  A  VA  guaranteed  loan  may 
be  partially  or  fully  paid  at  any  time 
without  penalty. 

Q.  What  is  the  difference  between 
disability  compensation  and  disability 
pension? 


A.  Compensation  is  paid  to  veterans 
with  disability  rated  10  percent  or  more 
disabling,  which  was  incurred  in  or  ag- 
gravated during  active  military  service. 
Pension  is  paid  to  needy  war  veterans 
who  are  permanently  and  totally  dis- 
abled prior  to  age  65  or  who  have 
reached  65. 

Q.  I  have  started  school  and  I  need 
a  loan  to  cover  living  expenses  until 
my  VA  benefits  are  received.  How  do  I 
apply? 

A.  The  VA  does  not  have  a  program 
of  personal  loans.  However,  you  should 
contact  your  nearest  VA  benefits  coun- 
selor who  may  be  able  to  refer  you  to 
a  state  or  local  agency  for  help. 

Q.  I  bought  a  home  recently  with  a 


GI  guaranteed  home  loan.  I  have  now 
discovered  some  defects  which  the  sell- 
er refused  to  fix.  Can  the  VA  help  me? 

A.  The  VA  cannot  compel  a  seller  to 
remedy  defects  or  to  fulfill  a  contract 
on  an  existing  home.  However,  there 
is  a  one-year  guarantee  on  a  newly  con- 
structed home.  Contact  the  nearest  VA 
office  for  details. 


Q.  An  error  was  made  on  my  sepa- 
ration paper  when  I  was  discharged 
from  military  service.  How  may  I  have 
it  corrected? 

A.  The  secretary  of  a  military  de- 
partment has  authority  to  correct  any 
military  records.  Applications  for  cor- 
rection (DD  Form  149)  are  available 
at  any  VA  office.

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Infant  Hearing  Assessment  Program 

Legion  Youth  Program 
Is  Under  Development 


...  .  .  v 


The  Legion's  National  Commission 
on  Children  &  Youth  has  voted  In- 
fant Hearing  Assessment  as  one  of 
their  three  major  projects  for  the 
1982  program  year. 

"A  baby  born  with  impaired  hear- 
ing need  no  longer  be  sent  home  to  a 
silent  world  and  no  one  know  it — not 
the  doctor,  the  parents,  or  saddest  of 
all,  not  the  baby."  That's  how  Dan 
Patterson,  National  Director  of  the 
Infant  Hearing  Assessment  Founda- 
tion, describes  this  program  for  infant 
well-being. 

"Hearing-handicapped  infants  can 
now  be  identified  as  early  as  their 
first  day  of  life.  This  prompt  verifica- 
tion of  an  infant's  hearing  loss  en- 
ables doctors  and  therapists  to  re- 
spond immediately  to  remedy  the 
cause  or  compensate  for  the  loss, 
thereby  assuring  the  child  its  best 
possible  chance  to  acquire  language 
and  develop  speech." 

Today,  we  know  that: 

•  To  acquire  language  and  develop 
speech  a  baby  first  must  hear. 

•  The  whole  basis  for  language  is 
laid  down  in  the  brain  in  the  first  8 
to  18  months  of  life. 

•  Serious,  often  insurmountable, 
learning,  behavioral,  and  psychologi- 
cal disorders  result  if  a  hearing  loss  at 
birth  is  not  remedied  promptly. 

Most  hearing  losses,  even  today, 
are  not  discovered  until  the  child  is 
approaching  preschool  age.  By  that 
time  the  natural  opportunity  for  the 
child  to  "crack  the  language  code" 
has  already  been  lost.  Even  when  an 
infant's  hearing  disorder  is  finally 
diagnosed,  another  12  to  18  months 
often  pass  before  the  child  receives 
the  necessary  remedial  attention. 

The  essence  of  the  I.H.A.  program 
is  the  unique  combination  of  com- 
munity service  volunteers  with  the 
newest  computer  science  technology 
and  neuro-physiological  phenomena. 

Volunteers  provide  widespread 
public  and  parent  educational  efforts. 
Next,  in  the  hospital  they  compile 
information  on  the  birth  from  which  a 
professional  determines  which  infants

are  "at  risk"  of  a  hearing  impair- 
ment. "At  risk"  infants  are  then 
tested  using  the  technique  of  brain- 
stem-evoked  response  audiometry. 
Finally,  all  parents  are  furnished  a 
check  list  by  which  they  can  monitor 
their  child's  normal  language  and 
speech  development  during  the  criti- 
cal first  year. 

The  evoked  response  test  is  non-in- 
vasive and  painless,  and  usually  made 
as  the  baby  soundly  sleeps. 

The  equipment  for  the  test  con- 
tains a  large  number  of  operating  in- 
structions in  its  memory.  It  allows  a 
volunteer,  following  a  short  training 
period,  to  operate  the  instrument, 
test  the  infant,  and  provide  the  local 
hearing  professional  the  response 
peaks  or  waves  which  are  immediate- 
ly printed  out  on  paper  tape  following 
completion  of  a  test. 

According  to  I.H.A.  officials,  the 


recent  adoption  of  the  I.H.A.  program 
by  the  Legion  and  its  support  by  and 
participation  of  both  Legionnaires 
and  Auxiliary  members  marks  a 
promising  leap  forward  in  bringing 
the  benefits  of  the  Foundation's 
programs  to  more  and  more  infants 
who  otherwise  would  find  them- 
selves consigned  to  silence  and 
thereby  miss  their  natural  opportuni- 
ty to  acquire  language  and  develop 
speech. 

Hearing  impaired  infants  can  be 
found;  they  can  be  helped.  Now  that 
we  know  we  can,  we  must!

possible  case  NRC  estimates  48,000 
fatalities.  That  figure  must  be  con- 
sidered in  the  proper  perspective 
though.  It  was  based  upon  contain- 
ment being  broken  early  in  an  acci- 
dent (the  most  dangerous  time)  and 
radioactive  dust  spread  by  the  most 
favorable  conditions  of  wind  and 
weather.  Such  an  unusual  combina- 
tion of  adverse  circumstances  can  be 
expected  only  once  in  100,000  melt- 
downs  .  .  .  once  every  200  million 
plant-years. 

According  to  NRC,  the  average 
number  of  deaths  in  a  reactor  melt- 
down would  be  400  (bearing  in  mind 
that  in  most  meltdowns  there  would 
be  no  fatalities) ;  according  to  UCS, 
the  average  number  of  deaths  would 
be  5,000.  Now  to  put  this  into  com- 
parative perspective  with  the  dangers 
of  coal  burning,  the  median  estimate 
of  the  death  rate  due  to  air  pollution 
from  coal-burning  power  plants  is 
about  5,000  persons  each  year.  For 
reactor  meltdown  to  be  as  harmful  as 
coal-burning  power  plants,  we  would 
have  to  experience  a  meltdown  each 
month  using  NRC  estimates,  or  a 
meltdown  once  a  year  using  UCS  es- 
timates. We  certainly  have  ample 
evidence  that  meltdowns  will  not 
occur  that  frequently. 

When  we  combine  the  frequency 
of  meltdown  estimates  with  the  ex- 
pected fatality  estimates  for  each 
meltdown,  the  NRC  data  shows  an 
expected  death  rate  of  0.02  deaths 
per  plant-year  (one  death  per  50 
plant-years) ,  and  the  UCS  data  pre- 
dicts 2.4  deaths  per  plant-year.  Even 
the  most  pessimistic  figure  is  still  far 
less  than  the  20  fatalities  per  plant- 
year  due  to  air  pollution  from  coal- 
burning  electricity  plants. 

Of  course,  these  deaths  from  air 
pollution  are  not  detectable  on  an  in- 
dividual basis  in  the  U.S.  population 
where  two  million  people  die  every 
year.  But  the  same  is  true  of  an  esti- 
mated 98  percent  of  the  fatalities  ex- 
pected from  reactor  meltdown  acci- 
dents. For  example,  in  the  worst  type 
of  projected  accident  (which  would 
only  occur  once  in  every  100,000 
meltdowns),  NRC  predicts  there 
would  be  45,000  extra  cancer  deaths 
over  the  following  50  years  in  an  ex- 
posed population  of  10  million.  For 
each  of  the  10  million  persons  af- 
fected, their  risk  of  dying  from  can- 
cer would  be  increased  from  the  nor- 
mal risk  of  17  to  17.5  percent 


Interestingly  enough,  the  present 
risk  in  various  states  due  to  normal 
natural  exposure  varies  from  14  to  20 
percent.  So,  the  cancer  risk  in  moving 
from  one  state  to  another  is  often 
many  times  greater  than  the  risk  one 
would  incur  by  being  exposed  to  nu- 
clear radiation  generated  in  a  worst- 
case  scenario  accident.  Further,  less 
than  1  percent  of  cancers  are  due  to 
radiation  of  any  type. 

The  extent  of  land  contamination 
in  a  meltdown  depends  on  one's  defi- 
nition of  contamination.  The  whole 
earth  can  be  said  to  be  contaminated 
right  now  because  there  is  naturally 
occurring  radioactivity  everywhere, 
including  in  our  bodies,  in  our  food, 
in  the  air  we  breathe.  Many  areas 
can  be  called  contaminated  because 
they  have  larger  than  normal  natural 
radiation  levels — the  radiation  in  Col- 
orado is  twice  the  national  average. 

However,  if  the  internationally  ac- 
cepted definition  of  the  level  of  con- 
tamination requiring  remedial  action 
is  accepted,  the  worst  meltdown,  ac- 
cording to  NRC,  would  contaminate 
an  area  equal  to  a  circle  of  30-mile 
radius.  About  90  percent  of  this  could 
be  decontaminated  by  use  of  fire 
hoses  and  plowing;  relocation  of  peo- 
ple would  be  required  in  an  area 
about  equal  to  a  10-mile  radius  circle. 

Of  course,  even  if  no  one  is  injured 
or  killed,  relocating  entire  commu- 
nities costs  money — money  that 
would  have  to  be  supplied  in  most 
cases  by  insurance  funds;  in  worst 
cases,  by  government  funds.  It  there- 
fore seems  reasonable  to  treat  land 
contamination  caused  by  a  nuclear  ac- 
cident on  the  basis  of  monetary  cost 
also.  (The  land  affected  would  nor- 
mally be  reuseable  in  a  few  years.) 

According  to  NRC,  the  cost  in  a 
worst-case  accident  might  exceed  $15 
billion  but  the  average  cost  of  all 
meltdowns  would  be  $100  million. 
Now  consider  this:  air  pollution  re- 
sulting from  coal  burning  also  does 
property  damage  by  soiling  clothes, 
disintegrating  building  materials,  in- 
hibiting plant  growth,  et  cetera;  esti- 
mates of  the  annual  costs  of  this  type 
of  damage  are  in  the  range  of  $10  bil- 
lion per  year.  At  an  average  of  $100 
million  per  meltdown,  we  would  need 
a  meltdown  every  four  days  to  be  as 
costly  as  the  property  damage  al- 
ready resulting  from  coal  burning.

nuclear  energy  is:  what  will  we  do 
with  the  radioactive  waste?  We  will 
confine  this  discussion  to  "high  level" 
waste,  which  is  known  to  contain  over 
99  percent  of  the  radioactivity. 

The  answer  is  simple.  We're  going 
to  convert  it  into  rocks  and  put  it 
where  the  natural  rocks  are  .  .  .  deep 
underground.  How  do  we  know  this 
will  be  safe?  Because  we  know  a  great 
deal  about  how  rocks  behave,  and  if 
the  rocks  into  which  the  waste  has 
been  converted  behave  as  expected, 
it  will  be  extremely  safe. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  prin- 
cipal worry  is  the  waste  may  come  in 
contact  with  underground  water,  be 
dissolved  and  carried  back  to  the  sur- 
face where  it  could  contaminate 
drinking  water.  Great  pains  are  being 
taken,  therefore,  to  bury  the  radio- 
active waste  in  areas  well  isolated 
from  ground  water.  But  natural 
rock,  which  is  now  permeated  with 
ground  water,  dissolves  only  at  a  rate 
of  one  part  in  100  million  per  year.  If 
this  rate  is  applied  to  buried  radio- 
active waste  (assuming  that  such 
waste  does  indeed  come  in  contact 
with  ground  water) ,  it  will  cause  an 
average  of  0.2  fatalities  per  plant  year 
spread  over  the  next  15  million  years 
— less  than  1  percent  of  the  long-term 
effects  of  the  cancer-causing  chem- 
icals resulting  from  coal  burning. 

The  following  table  summarizes  the 
comparative  risks:

Coal— air  pollution  20  — 

Coal— solid  waste  —  100 

Nuclear— routine  operation  0.1  0.2

This  table  includes  only  fatalities. 
In  addition,  radiation  can  also  cause 
genetic  defects  in  later  generations. 
The  total  eventual  number  of  these  is 
about  the  same  as  the  numbers  of  fa- 
talities listed  in  the  table.  The  major- 
ity of  these  are  non-fatal  illnesses.

I  can  only  conclude  that  the  news 
media  is,  in  large  part,  responsible.

Actually,  there  has  not  been  a 
single  fatality,  experienced  or  ex- 
pected, from  accidents  involving  radi- 
ation in  more  than  15  years.  In  the 
same  period,  there  have  been  two  mil- 
lion fatalities  in  other  accidents  in 
this  country — an  average  of  300  per 
day.  Clearly,  the  attention  given  by 
the  media  to  radiation  is  far  out  of 
proportion  to  its  actual  dangers.  As  a 
result,  in  my  judgment,  the  public 
has  been  driven  virtually  insane  with 
fear  over  the  consequences  of  radia- 
tion leaks  or  meltdowns. 

Most  people  don't  read  scientific 
literature — they  get  most  of  their 
information  from  the  media.  Their 
primary  contact  with  the  scientific 
community  is  through  a  handful  of 
scientists  who  are  in  disagreement 
with  the  consensus  of  the  most 
learned  members  of  the  scientific 
community.  Any  scientist  who  re- 
ports the  slightest  "evidence"  that 
makes  radiation  more  dangerous  or 
the  risk  greater  than  it  was  believed 
to  be  previously,  makes  instant  news. 

The  price  we  are  paying  for  this 
breakdown  in  communications  be- 
tween scientists  and  the  public  is 
enormous.  Not  only  is  nuclear  energy 
safer  than  coal,  but  it  also  is  cheaper. 
There  is  hard  evidence  of  this  from 
plants  that  are  now  operating,  and  at 
least  95  percent  of  the  economic  anal- 
yses by  people  in  that  business 
conclude  that  nuclear  power  will  re- 
main cheaper  in  the  future.  A  single 
economic  consultant  hired  by  anti- 
nuclear  activists  has  reached  the  op- 
posite conclusion  and  garnered  dis- 
proportionate media  attention. 

Nevertheless,  as  a  result  of  the 
public's  misconception,  all  new  power 
plants  ordered  for  the  past  several 
years  in  this  country  have  been  coal 
burners.  Every  time  a  coal  burning 
plant  is  built,  rather  than  a  nuclear 
plant,  many  hundreds  of  people  are 
condemned  to  premature  death  and 
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hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  of 
public  money  are  wasted. 

That  is  the  price  we  are  paying  for 
misinformation  on  this  vital  issue. 

There  is  one  other  side  to  this 
issue.  The  20  percent  of  the  public 
who  currently  believe  nuclear  power 
is  safer  than  coal  burning  also  be- 
lieve (to  a  large  extent)  that  solar 
power  would  be  cheaper  and  safer. 
Again,  this  conflicts  with  the  facts. 

The  long-range  goal  of  the  U.S.  ef- 
fort to  develop  solar  electricity  would 
leave  it  still  five  times  more  expen- 
sive than  nuclear  electricity.  Few  who 
examined  the  costs  believe  the  eco- 
nomic penalty  will  be  less  than  that. 

Ironically,  there  is  even  air  pollu- 
tion and  chemically  caused  death 
associated  with  this  clean,  "free" 
source  of  energy  because  of  the  task 
of  producing  vast  quantities  of  steel, 
glass  and  cement  to  build  solar  ener- 
gy systems.  According  to  the  best 
current  estimate,  it  takes  3  percent  as 
much  coal  to  produce  the  necessary 
materials  as  it  would  have  taken  to 
supply  the  equivalent  energy  by  coal 
burning;  consequently,  the  fatality 
rates  we  would  experience  as  a  result 
of  switching  to  solar  power  are  still 
far  greater  than  would  be  experienced 
from  nuclear  power.  Furthermore, 
some  solar  technologies  use  large 
quantities  of  toxic  materials  like  arse- 
nic and  cadmium  which  in  them- 
selves can  cause  hundreds  of  deaths 
per  equivalent  plant-year. 

So,  we  return  to  the  original  ques- 
tion: 'Ts  nuclear  power  too  risky?" 

We  have  shown  that  it  is  safer  than 
the  most  probable  alternatives,  and, 
perhaps,  that  is  enough.  Yet  there  are 
risks  which  must  be  dealt  with,  and 
they  must  be  considered  realistically. 
On  the  basis  of  loss  of  life  expectancy, 
deriving  all  U.S.  electricity  from  nu- 
clear energy  would  be  as  dangerous 
to  the  average  American  as: 

•  Smoking  one  cigarette  every  10 
years  (NRC  estimate) ;  every  10 
weeks  (UCS  estimate) 

•  If  you  are  10  percent  overweight, 
increasing  your  weight  by  .03 
ounces  (NRC) ;  1.5  ounces 
(UCS) 

•  Crossing  the  street  one  extra 
time  every  20  weeks  (NRC) ; 
three  days  (UCS) 

•  Increasing  the  national  speed 
limit  from  55  mph  to  55.02 
(NRC) ;  56  (UCS)

makes  when  the  shutter  is  pressed 
sounds  like  an  awfully  fast  move- 
ment, it  is  not  so  fast  as  to  stop  the 
action  when  the  camera  is  jerking 
about. 

Human  nature  often  dictates  that, 
when  confronted  with  this  or  that 
scenic  mountain  or  valley,  we  begin 
quivering  with  excitement.  Quivering 
is  not  conducive  to  sharp  photos. 

Keeping  in  mind  that  you're  re- 
cording events  that'll  last  a  lifetime, 
consider  the  approach  of  most  profes- 
sional photographers.  Spread  your 
stance  to  about  shoulder  width,  take 
a  couple  of  breaths,  press  the  camera 
firmly  but  not  tightly  to  your  eye 
and  smoothly  release  the  shutter.  A 
sharp  picture  should  be  yours. 

Holding  still  when  you  take  a  pic- 
ture is  equally  valid  for  those  of  you 
with  variable  shutter  speed  cameras. 
For  if  you  can  take  a  sharp  picture 
at  l/60th  of  a  second,  a  sharp  picture 
at  1/ 1,000th  of  a  second  is  sure  to 
follow. 

Then  we  have  the  limits  of  light — 
either  too  much  or  not  enough.  Here's 
where  your  late  night  reading  of  in- 
struction sheets  really  pays  off.  Your 
camera  instruction  sheet  tells  you 
when  to  use  a  flash  and  when  not  to. 
Believe  it.  Your  film  instruction 
sheet  tells  you  what  the  film's  speed 
is  and,  thus,  when  to  use  a  flash.  Be- 
lieve it  also.  Finally,  your  flash  in- 
struction sheet  (either  bulbs  or  elec- 
tronic) tells  you  how  much  light  they 
put  out  and  when  to  use  them.  You'd 
better  believe  them  as  well. 

Controlling  and  manipulating  arti- 
ficial light  is  one  of  the  trickiest  areas 
of  photography.  Even  seasoned  pros 
will  opt  for  using  available  light  and 
no  flash  when  they  can  do  so,  while 
other  pros  make  a  lifetime  career  out 
of  learning  to  create  their  photos 
using  artificial  light. 

All  cameras  are  designed  to 
cut  the  heads  off  subjects. 

Actually,  men  and  women  were  de- 
signed to  fear  mushing  alien  objects 
against  their  faces.  Hence  many 
people's  hesitancy  to  place  the  cam- 
era firmly  against  the  eye  when  tak- 
ing a  picture.  This  is  even  truer  if 
one  wears  scratchable  lens  glasses. 

When  viewing  the  picture  you  are 
about  to  take  through  the  view  finder, 
you  must  not  only  press  the  camera 
firmly  to  your  eye,  but  also  take  a 
moment  to  study  what  you've  in- 
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eluded  in  all  parts  of  the  frame  and 
not  just  the  middle — if  you  want  a 
photo  that  includes  both  head  and 
body  of  your  subject. 

Airport  security  x-ray  ma- 
chines will  not  damage  your 
film  . . .  and  the  sun  sets  in 
the  east. 

Many  airport  x-ray  machines  won't 
hurt  your  film.  Some  of  them,  how- 
ever, seem  to  be  set  at  an  egg-frying 
level.  The  fact  is  that  while  one  or 
two  passes  through  these  machines 
may  not  fog  or  otherwise  damage 
your  film,  x-rays  do  have  a  cumula- 
tive effect.  So  if  your  vacation  plans 
call  for  trips  through  half  a  dozen  air- 
ports, you're  well  advised  to  have 
your  carry  on  cameras  and  equip- 
ment hand  inspected. 

Be  advised,  it  is  your  right  as  a 
traveler  to  demand  this  hand  inspec- 
tion. Sometimes,  harried  security 
guards  will  try  to  tell  you  otherwise, 
but  stick  to  your  guns  (which  is  a 
bad  word  choice  around  airports) 
and  demand  a  hand  inspection. 

The  final  tip  for  successful  vaca- 
tion photography  is  also  the  most  im- 
portant. Have  fun,  not  only  on  vaca- 
tion but  with  your  photography.  One 
of  the  fascinating  aspects  of  photog- 
raphy is  that  the  mood  you  were  in 
when  you  took  the  picture  comes  back 
every  time  you  view  the  picture. 
Thus,  the  picture  grudgingly  taken  is 
usually  grudgingly  viewed. 

Say  you've  arrived  at  your  trop- 
ical paradise  six  hours  late  follow- 
ing a  lousy  plane  flight.  Your  hotel 
tells  you  your  luggage  was  lost  en 
route  from  the  airport.  But  that's 
all  right  because  they  don't  have  a 
room  ready  for  you  anyhow.  This  is 
not  the  time  to  take  pictures. 

People  mess  up  vacation  photos  be- 
cause they're  hurried  or  hassled  or 
tired.  Others  have  learned  that  the 
simple  act  of  photographing  an  ob- 
ject is  just  as  therapeutically  relaxing 
as  the  vacation  itself.  Take  the  time 
to  learn  about  your  photo  equipment, 
its  potentials  and  its  limits.  Take  the 
time  to  take  care  of  that  equipment. 
Take  the  time  to  look  around  you  at 
all  the  really  nice  pictures  begging 
to  be  taken. 

In  the  end — after  the  photo  process- 
ing bill's  been  paid  and  the  family's 
memories  are  secure  in  the  album — 
you'll  find  that  it's  all  been  time 
well  spent.  ©

sale  of  a  million  a  year  is  considered 
to  be  a  great  success,  you'll  realize 
that  our  accomplishment  with  this 
line  amounts  to  the  greatest  success 
story  in  the  long  history  of  toy- 
making,"  DeMala  says. 

Toy  figures  and  gadgets  based  on 
films  with  a  space  theme  are  no 
novelty  in  the  toy  world — they  date 
back  as  far  as  the  "Buck  Rogers" 
era.  What  made  "Star  Wars"  and  its 
sequel  such  a  bonanza  at  the  box 
office  were  their  special  effects,  which 
were  so  advanced  and  sophisticated 
that  the  films  became  "must  see" 
attractions  for  adults  as  well  as  ju- 
veniles. In  the  same  vein,  so  much 
sophisticated  engineering  and  design 
went  into  the  toy  miniaturization  and 
the  "Star  Wars"  games  that  they 
caught  the  fancy  of  technologically 
minded  adults. 

An  even  more  important  element 
in  reaching  out  for  adult  consumers 
was  the  development  of  electronic 
games  and  toys.  The  electronic 
revolution  was  made  possible  by  the 
invention  of  the  microprocessor, 
known  informally  as  the  "chip." 
Units  that  were  once  the  size  of 
large  office  desks  were  reduced  to 
miniature  computer  brains  contain- 
ing thousands  of  transistors,  re- 
sistors and  condensors,  but  small 
enough  to  fit  into  a  toy.  These  mid- 
get computers  order  electronic  move- 
ments and  light-emitting  diode  dis- 
plays. They  direct  gadgets  to  beep, 
groan,  sing,  whistle,  hold  conver- 
sations with  players  and,  most  im- 
portant, vie  with  these  players  in 
mental  tests  in  which  they  are 
equipped  with  thousands  of  pieces 
of  programmed  information. 

In  the  hand-held  and  table-top 
electronic  sports  games,  the  miniature 
computer  has  the  rules  of  the  game 
stored  in  memory  banks  and  is  pro- 
grammed to  anticipate  the  moves  of 
the  human  opponent.  When  the 
player  bats,  runs,  passes  or  kicks,  the 
computer  takes  only  two-millionths  of 
a  second  to  decide  on  a  countermove, 
such  as  a  tackle,  a  blocked  shot  or 
a  double  play.  The  computer  is  also 
programmed  to  provide  different 
levels  of  skill  so  it  can  give  older, 
shrewder  players  a  tougher  time  than 
younger,  less  astute  players. 

Mattel,  the  world's  largest  indi- 
vidual toy  company,  pioneered  in 
this  area  with  electronic  football 
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PHILADELPHIA,  PA.  A  cache  of  mint  condition  original  1923,  Peace  Silver  Dollars  struck  at 
the  Philadelphia  mint  will  be  released  for  sale  to  collectors  and  investors  by  the  International 
Monetary  Mint.

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and  auto  racing,  then  Milton  Bradley 
and  Parker  Bros,  scored  heavily  with 
their  "Simon"  and  "Merlin,"  re- 
spectively. Games  like  "Stop,  Thief" 
and  "Electronic  Detective"  gained 
popularity  among  police  officers  and 
private  investigators,  with  "Detec- 
tive" providing  as  many  as  130,000 
different  crimes  for  players  to  solve. 
The  first  array  of  electronic  games 
pitted  players  against  a  computer, 
but  then  Coleco  came  up  with  its 
"Head-to-Head"  baseball,  football, 
hockey,  basketball,  soccer  and  boxing 
games,  which  permit  a  player  to  com- 
pete against  another  player  or 
against  the  computer.  A  new  sports 
cartridge  system  even  allows  four 
players  to  compete,  team  against 
team. 

The  most  recent  electronic  offer- 
ings lean  more  heavily  than  ever  on 
high-level  managerial  and  coaching 
decisions.  There  is  for  example 
"Horse  Race  Analyzer,"  which  per- 
mits horse  players  to  actually  "dope" 
current  races  (some  say  they  get 
better  results  than  with  the  'tip 
sheets'  sold  at  tracks) ;  "Ticker-Tape 
Fever,"  which  provides  risk-taking 
Wall  Street  action;  "Limit  Up," 
based  on  the  mechanics  of  the  com- 
modities market;  "Computer  Chess," 
"Computer  Backgammon"  and  so 
forth.  Then  there  are  games  like 
"Dungeons  and  Dragons"  and  "Dark 
Tower"  that  blend  adult  tech- 
nology with  fantasy  appeal. 

Electronic  games  can  sell  for  $100 
or  more,  a  price  tag  which  seems 
scandalously  high  when  you  consider 
that  the  toy  business  placed  an  in- 
formal $10  top  on  its  products  less 
than  10  years  ago.  Big-ticket  items 
provide  the  seeds  for  enormous 
profitability,  but  during  the  past  year 
so  many  companies  rushed  out  with 
electronic  playthings  there  was  an 
inevitable  shakeout  and  some  shatter- 
ing nosedives.  Arnold  Greenberg, 
president  of  Coleco,  says,  "Since 
microelectronic  technology  has  be- 
come part  of  our  way  of  life,  elec- 
tronics remains  the  most  rapidly 
growing  segment  of  the  toy  industry. 
But  you  can't  sell  these  games  any- 
more if  they  offer  nothing  but  elec- 
tronics. They  must  also  provide  good 
play  value  or  the  consumers  will  not 
pay  the  increased  prices  for  them."

can  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  as 
recently  as  1978,  Coleco  suffered  a 
net  loss  of  $22  million.  The  success 
of  its  electronic  line,  however,  has 
provided  it  with  a  solid  financial 
turnaround. 

Ideal  lost  a  whopping  $15  mil- 
lion in  1980,  but  has  swum  up- 
stream into  black  ink  via  the  sales 
of  the  "Rubik  Cube,"  along  with 
another  tantalizing  puzzle  product 
called  "Missing  Link"  and  its  elec- 
tronic "Skywriter."  Some  venerable 
names  in  the  industry — such  as  Louis 
Mark,  A.C.  Gilbert,  Transogram  and 
American  Flyer— couldn't  hold  out 
for  a  turnaround  and  went  down  the 
tube. 

The  high-risk  feature  of  this  trade 
stems  in  "large  part  from  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  fashion  industry.  "No 
other  consumer  is  as  much  taken  by 
the  desire  to  see  something  new  as 
the  person  who  buys  toys,"  says 
Bill  Marine,  manager  of  the  bus- 
tling toy  department  at  Hess's  De- 
partment Store  in  Allentown,  PA. 
"The  first  question  I'm  asked  by 
customers  is  'what's  new  this  season,' 
so  that's  the  first  question  I  ask 
salesmen  for  the  toy  companies." 
Nearly  50  percent  of  the  toy  lines  of 
the  major  companies  that  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Toy  Manufacturers  of 
America  are  new  and  70  to  80  percent 
of  them  wind  up  as  financial  losers. 
The  winners  have  to  make  up  for  the 
substantially  larger  numbers  of 
losers. 

Domestic  and  world  crises  can 
also  have  dire  consequences  in  the  toy 
world.  R.  Dakin  and  Company  took  a 
$1.5  million  bath  when  its  Russian 
"Misha  bear,"  created  as  a  tie-in  for 
the  Moscow  Summer  Olympics,  had 
to  be  yanked  from  the  market 
when  the  U.S.  decided  to  boycott  the 
Olympics.  The  company  was  able  to 
partially  recoup  later  by  cleverly  con- 
verting "Misha"  into  a  red-white-and- 
blue,  all-American  Teddy  bear. 

Another  perennial  problem  is  the 
seasonal  aspect  of  the  business.  Mod- 
ern toys  aimed  at  a  broad  age  market 
sell  better  year-round  than  the  old- 
time  toys,  but  most  toys  are  still  sold 
in  the  pre-Christmas  period.  This 
means  that  toy  firms  have  to  wait  on 
financial  tenterhooks  till  late  in  the 
year  for  their  return  on  investment 
and  frequently  must  use  borrowed 


bank  funds^-at  prevailing  high  inter- 
est rates — to  keep  afloat.  "I've  often 
thought  of  asking  Congress  to  man- 
date a  second  Christmas  holiday  or 
a  national  tonsillectomy  day," 
jokes  Douglas  Thomson,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Toy  Manufacturers  of 
America,  the  industry's  trade  as- 
sociation. 

When  costs  were  relatively  low,  a 
toy  firm  could  survive  a  couple  of 
red-ink  years  via  credit  predicated 
on  the  expectation  of  a  comeback 
in  the  next  year  or  two.  But  now 
losses  can  be  so  staggering,  a  com- 
pany may  not  be  able  to  get  up  off 
the  floor  for  a  new  season.  It  can  cost 
upwards  of  $250,000  just  to  create 
and  design  a  modern  toy  and  put  it 
through  a  period  of  testing  and  then 
another  $2  million  to  get  it  manu- 
factured and  advertised.  According 
to  Jack  Fox,  director  of  marketing 
and  .public  information  for  Mattel, 


"It  comes  unassembled — saves  me 
the  trouble  of  taking  it  apart." 
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toy  companies  spend  from  80  to  90 
percent  of  their  advertising  budgets 
on  television,  which  is  the  most  ex- 
pensive of  all  the  mass  media  . 

It  takes  two  years  on  the  average 
from  the  time  a  new  toy  is  con- 
ceived till  it  gets  out  on  the  market- 
place, and  during  this  long  period, 
its  existence  is  kept  a  closely  guarded 
secret.  "In  the  toy  world,  you  always 
have  to  come  out  with  a  line  that  is 
surprising  and  exciting,"  observes 
Julius  Cooper,  a  veteran  toy  inventor 
and  production  executive.  "And 
you've  got  to  be  out  first  with  your

product  or  it  will  fall  on  its  face. 
It  would  be  a  financial  calamity  if 
a  competitor  found  out  the  details 
of  a  new  toy  being  developed  in  your 
shop  and  got  it  out  before  you  did." 

A  second  reason  for  the  secrecy 
syndrome  is  to  protect  companies 
against  legal  claims  by  amateur  in- 
ventors who  flood  toy  firms  with  de- 
signs of  their  brainstorms,  but  whose 
offerings  are  invariably  returned  un- 
opened. According  to  Randolph 
Barton,  president  of  Parker  Bros.,  if 
an  amateur  learned  of  a  new  toy  or 
game  being  developed  by  profes- 
sionals who  are  on  the  staffs  of  toy 
companies — or  work  for  independent 
"think-tanks"  that  develop  toy 
prototypes  under  contract  with  the 
companies — he  would  claim  that  it 
infringed  on  one  of  his  own  creations. 

Security  is  maintained  through 
round-the-clock  guards  and  electronic 
alarms  that  girdle  the  research  and 
development  sections  of  toy  plants. 
Briefcases  are  checked  and  visitors 
— usually  from  companies  that  supply 
parts — are  observed  by  the  TV  eye. 
Suppliers  must  sign  confidentiality 
statements  that  they  will  not  disclose 
what  they  have  been  delivering  or 
use  their  knowledge  of  toys-in-work 
for  personal  gain.  The  toys-in-work 
are  referred  to  only  by  code  names  or 
numbers — such  as  the  "Project  A-5" 
code  name  used  by  that  visitor  to 
the  Queens  toy  plant. 

Technocrats  who  are  hired  for  re- 
search and  development  work  are 
first  checked  out  to  make  sure  they 
are  not  known  as  blabbermouths. 
They,  too,  must  sign  confidentiality 
pledges  and  are  kept  apart  from  other 
employees  at  toy  plants  so  that  their 
identity  is  not  even  known  to  the 
great  majority  of  these  employees. 
George  Willig,  who  worked  in  the 
R&D  department  of  a  toy  company 
for  several  years,  was  unknown  to 
the  majority  of  the  company's  per- 
sonnel until  he  used  equipment  he 
worked  on  after-hours  to  climb  the 
World  Trade  Center  in  New  York, 
and  gained  worldwide  attention. 
Color-coded  identification  cards  are 
used  to  keep  plant  employees  off  the 
floors  where  the  R&D  people  are  en- 
gaged in  their  experimental  research. 
The  R&D's  are  also  cautioned  to 
keep  working  sketches  locked  in  their 
desks  at  the  end  of  the  day.  When 
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sketches  are  no  longer  needed,  they 
are  not  dropped  in  wastebaskets, 
they  are  shredded. 

Technical  work  is  parceled  out  to 
separate  groups  of  craftsmen  so  that 
one  group  will  not  be  aware  of  what 
other  work  is  going  into  a  toy  and 
only  a  few  executives  are  involved  in 
the  final  process  of  putting  the  prod- 
uct together. 

Even  when  secrecy  is  properly 
maintained  and  a  toy  company  scores 
with  a  highly  successful  new  product, 
it  faces  another  industry  problem — 
the  "knock-offs."  These  are  imita- 
tions of  the  original  toy  or  game, 
sold  at  a  cheap  price.  "Knock-offs 
do  particularly  well  when  the  demand 
for  the  original  toy  is  so  great  the 
manufacturer  can't  fill  all  his  orders 
promptly,"  says  Tom  Murn,  editor  of 
the  trade  journal  "Toy  and  Hobby 
World."  "The  company  that  made 
the  original  toy  will  sue,  but  the 
legal  expenses  reduce  its  profits, 
and,  in  any  case,  a  great  many  knock- 
off  outfits  are  in  the  Far  East.  The 
market  has  been  flooded  this  year 
with  knock-offs  of  Rubik's  Cube, 
which  are  made  in  the  Far  East  and 
imported  here." 

The  secrecy  kick  has  also  affected 
the  industry's  market  testing  pro- 
cedures. In  the  past,  small  fry  were 
brought  into  company  plants  to  play 
with  toy  models  while  psychologists 
observed  them  and  recorded  their  re- 
actions. But  since  youngsters  may 
gab,  testing  these  days  is  usually  con- 
ducted away  from  the  plants,  with 
the  experimental  toys  given  only  the 
code  names  used  in  the  plants.  Con- 
sultants conduct  the  sessions  and 
withhold  the  name  of  the  companies 
sponsoring  tests. 

The  jury  is  still  out  on  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  the  higher  prices  of 
modern  toys — caused  by  the  ad- 
vanced technology  and  expensive 
advertising — will  seriously  crimp 
sales  in  this  inflation-ridden  period. 
Some  industry  veterans  are  con- 
vinced it  will,  but  Douglas  Thomson 
of  TMA  contends  that  in  some  re- 
spects, inflation  is  a  boost  to  pur- 
veyors of  playthings.  "It  costs  so 
much  to  go  out  on  the  town  these 
days  that  more  and  more  people  are 
staying  home  and  playing  games,"  he 
says.  And  many  of  them  are  not  the 
babes  that  once  were  the  mainstay 
of  toyland.  G

the  broad  and  sometimes  dissimilar 
interests  and  concerns  of  the  popula- 
tion at  large.  Issues  ranging  from 
balancing  the  federal  budget  to  fund- 
ing child  nutrition  programs,  from 
insuring  that  veterans  receive  ade- 
quate medical  care  to  developing  new 
defense  systems,  from  restoring  vol- 
untary prayer  in  public  schools  to  in- 
suring a  strong  national  internal  se- 
curity system — each  of  these  must 
be  pursued  without  neglecting  the 
others. 

As  you  can  readily  see,  we  must 
sometimes  walk  a  fine  Line.  This 
means  that  all  Congressional  leaders 
— Democrats  and  Republicans — are 
equally  important  to  the  success  of 
our  mission.  Additionally,  we  must 
not  only  forge  working  relationships 
with  Congressional  leaders,  but  also 
with  federal  agencies  and  civic  or- 
ganizations. And  once  forged,  these 
relationships  must  be  nurtured  and 
maintained. 

Our  wide-ranging  concerns  make  it 
imperative  that  The  American  Le- 
gion diligently  avoid  the  scorched 
earth  policy  employed  by  so  many 
one-issue  groups.  We  know  that  our 
approach  on  most  issues  cannot  be 
all  or  nothing.  It  must  be  give  and 
take;  it  must  be  pragmatic. 

To  insure  that  the  voice  of  the 
veteran  continues  to  be  heard  as  the 
decade  of  the  '80s  unfolds  and  this 
era  of  change  progresses,  Legion- 
naires must  not  shirk  their  responsi- 
bilities to  speak  up  for  what  they 
believe  is  right. 

We  have  a  duty,  as  do  all  Ameri- 
cans, to  be  informed  about  the  issues 
facing  our  communities  and  our  na- 
tion. We  have  a  responsibility  to 
teach  others  about  the  process  of  de- 
mocracy. We  have  the  privilege  of 
communicating  with  our  elected  rep- 
resentatives, and  it  is  because  we 
acknowledge  these  factors  that  we 
are  able  to  respond  with  the  nation's 
best  interests  at  heart. 

Yes,  the  winds  of  change  are  blow- 
ing and  all  of  us  will  be  affected.  Yet, 
as  Emerson  once  observed:  "This 
time,  like  all  times,  is  a  very  good  one 
if  we  know  what  to  do  with  it." 

I  am  confident  that  the  same  sense 
of  mission  and  legislative  pragma- 
tism which  has  guided  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  for  63  years  will  not  fail 
us  now.  The  merit  of  our  aims  is  un- 
affected by  the  shifting  winds  of 
change.  ©

that  looked  reddish  black  from  the 
decaying  leaves  that  swirled  near  its 
surface  and  lay  in  piles  on  its  bed. 

Rolls  of  barbed  wire  encircled  the 
bridge  and  stretched  across  the 
river.  Thick  sandbag  bunkers 
guarded  each  end.  Another  sandbag 
bunker  sat  on  a  huge  cement  piling 
that  supported  the  center  of  the 
bridge.  There  was  an  old  tank  with  a 
French  decal  on  its  turret;  that  decal 
seemed  to  be  the  only  thing  holding 
the  rusty  antique  together.  Twenty 
yards  to  the  right  of  the  tank  stood 
a  three-story  sandbag  bunker  with  the 
barrel  of  a  .30  caliber  machine  gun 
sticking  out  near  the  top. 

Despite  the  armament  and  barbed 
wire,  it  was  a  deceptively  peaceful 
scene  except  for  the  shouting  of  a  big 
Indian  corporal  with  the  fictitious- 
sounding  name  of  Swift  Eagle: 
"Truoi  Bridge,  Second  Platoon,  get 
out!  Get  out!  Move  it!"  We  lined  up 
in  front  of  the  tank  while  Cpl.  Swift 
Eagle  barked  out  more  instructions, 
but  we  weren't  paying  much  atten- 
tion— there  was  too  much  to  see. 

Just  to  the  left  of  the  bridge  and 
behind  the  three-story  bunker  were 
five  small  cement  block  buildings 
with  tin  roofs.  Directly  in  front  of  us 
on  the  other  side  of  the  road  was  a 
long  cement  block  building  riddled 
with  bullet  holes.  Vietnamese  chil- 
dren ran  around  the  building  playing 
games  and  screaming  just  like  this 
was  some  sort  of  playground  instead 
of  a  death  trap  slapped  down  in  the 
middle  of  nowhere.  Thirty  meters  to 
the  right  of  that  building  a  para- 
chute was  spread  fully  open  and  tied 
to  three  trees  making  a  giant  tent. 
Under  the  parachute,  sheltered  from 
the  murderous  sun,  sat  12  Marines. 
Some  were  playing  cards;  others  were 
sleeping. 

"Listen  up!"  shouted  a  lieutenant. 

I  was  the  only  one  who  did.  The 
rest  of  the  platoon  kept  chattering 
or  looking,  or  both.  The  big  Indian 
said  the  same  thing,  only  different. 

"Shut  up!"  The  chatter  stopped. 
"Okay,  Lieutenant." 

"We're  spending  the  night  in  the 
ARVN  (Army  of  the  Republic  of 
Vietnam)  compound,"  said  the  lieu- 
tenant as  he  pointed  to  the  nearest 
and  largest  of  the  tin-roofed  build- 
ings. "You'll  spend  the  night  here. 
The  ARVNs  are  standing  lines  to- 
night so  we  can  get  a  night's  sleep 
for  a  change.  Go  ahead  and  stow  your 
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gear."  Then  he  turned  to  the  cor- 
poral. "Swift  Eagle,  I  want  a  guard 
on  the  gear  so  our  ARVN  friends 
don't  pick  something  up  by  mistake." 

Swift  Eagle  nodded,  and  we  headed 
for  our  building. 

The  quarters  didn't  impress  me 
much,  but  the  rest  of  the  grunts — 
the  ones  who  had  been  there  for  a 
while — acted  like  it  was  the  Hilton. 
Getting  the  night  off  was  a  big  event 
since  most  of  the  men  hadn't  slept  a 
full  night  in  over  two  months.  My 
pack  made  a  lousy  pillow,  and  the 
place  smelled  like  fish.  In  fact,  the 
whole  damned  country  reeked  of  fish.

As  we 
struggled  to  free  ourselves,  our  faces 
came  together  and  for  one  terrifying 
moment  he  stared  into  my  eyes  and 
screamed,  "VC!"  Somehow  he  pulled 
his  rifle  away  and  sprinted  in  the 
direction  opposite  to  the  bridge.  My 
instincts  said  to  follow  him,  but  just 
then  another  flare  popped  open  above 
the  bridge  and  I  saw  Red  running 
Continued . . .

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into  the  back  door  of  a  cement-block 
machine  gun  bunker  about  30  feet 
ahead. 

Behind  me,  on  top  of  the  three- 
story  sandbag  bunker,  the  old  .30  cal- 
iber machine  gun  was  going  crazy, 
raking  every  inch  of  the  surrounding 
barbed  wire.  Another  machine  gun 
opened  up  from  the  sandbag  bunker 
on  the  huge  cement  piling  holding  up 
the  center  of  the  bridge.  Tripflares 
shot  up  from  the  barbed  wire  on  both 
sides  of  the  Truoi  Bridge — that 
meant  the  Vietcong  were  coming 
through  the  wire.

whining  lead  tore  through  the  gun 
slit. 

Red  ducked  the  same  time  I  did, 
bumping  helmets  with  me.  My 
stomach  pressed  against  my  spine  in 
fear.  I  mumbled  a  quick  prayer;  the 
wall  of  our  bunker  suddenly  felt  too 
thin.  Lead  smacked  against  the  out- 
side. Bullets  flattening  into  solid 
thuds  ripped  away  precious  inches  of 
all  that  was  keeping  us  alive. 

Then  it  stopped. 

We  peeked  through  the  gun  slits  in 
time  to  see  another  group  of  five 
sappers  jog  onto  the  south  end  of  the 
bridge,  barely  able  to  keep  their 
balance.  I  started  firing,  this  time  in 
single  shots.  I  hit  one — I  knew  I  hit 
him — but  he  kept  coming. 

"Go  for  the  legs!"  screamed  Red 
as  he  opened  up  again.  "They're 
doped  up.  You  gotta  knock  'em  off 
their  feet!" 

Now  the  enemy  flashes  across  the 
road  were  directed  at  the  guy  man- 
ning the  .30  caliber  at  the  top  of  the 
three-story  bunker.  He  must  have  had 
2,000  rounds  linked  up  to  that  thing 
because  I  hadn't  heard  him  stop 
throughout  the  battle.  I  linked  up 
another  belt  of  ammo  as  Red  blew 
one  of  the  sappers  off  his  feet.  The 
M60  on  the  cement  piling  had  a 
bad  angle  of  fire  for  hitting  sap- 
pers; that  was  supposed  to  be  the  job 
of  the  south  end  gun  bunker  which 
the  ARVNs  had  abandoned. 

Bright  white  flares  began  popping 
open  from  above,  lighting  the  battle- 
field like  20  little  suns.  Then  I  real- 
ized where  they  were  coming  from. 
"Red!  Those  flares  are  coming  from  a 
plane!" 

The  sappers  on  the  bridge  were 
being  yanked  and  twirled  like  pup- 
pets with  each  direct  hit.  The  lead 
man  spun  around  like  a  top,  his 
arms  flailing  the  air  above  his  head, 
but  still  he  kept  coming. 

A  giant  sparkler  moving  in  small 
circles  sizzled  at  us  from  the  black- 
ness of  the  jungle  across  the  road.

Others  were  trying  to  crawl  forward. 

At  the  center  of  the  bridge,  the 
three  sappers  put  their  arms  around

Marine  gun  team  out  there.  The 
moans  of  the  dying  Marine  drifted 
through  the  damp  night  air.  I  felt 
more  helpless  with  each  piercing 
moan — we  had  to  help  him. 

"Red,  what  are  we  going  to  do?" 

The  fire  started  again.  Red  opened 
up  on  the  muzzle  flashes  across  the 
road.  I  linked  up  more  ammo.  With 
each  lull  in  the  shooting,  the  tor- 
turous calls  for  help  continued.  Red 
slapped  me  hard  on  the  back.  "It'll  be 
senseless  suicide  to  go  out  there  any 
sooner  than  daybreak.  Charlie  will 
'de-de  mow'  before  daylight." 

"What's  that  mean?" 

"They'll  run.  Charlie  has  two 
chances  against  us  in  the  daylight . .  . 
slim  and  none." 

For  the  next  two  hours  sporadic 
exchanges  of  fire  continued.  As  day- 
break neared,  the  shooting  slackened 
to  an  occasional  sniper  round.  The 
first  shafts  of  light  brought  a  loud 
command  from  Swift  Eagle:  "Listen 
up!  I'm  going  after  him!" 

The  big  Indian  was  on  the  bridge 
before  I  ever  spotted  him.  The 
wounded  Marine  had  stopped  calling 
for  help  an  hour  before,  but  I  still  had 
hope.  The  Indian  moved  quickly  and 
gracefully  like  a  jungle  cat,  then  he 
jumped  from  the  twisted  bridge  to  the 
pilings  and  out  of  sight.  A  few  mo- 
ments later  he  reappeared  carrying  a 
man  I  knew  was  dead. 

I  expected  to  see  hundreds  of  dead 
NVAs  scattered  about  but  this  was 
my  first  lesson  in  just  how  good  the 
enemy  was  at  dragging  away  their 
dead  and  wounded.  We  followed  the 
stonefaced  Indian  corporal  to  the 
perimeter  wire.  There  and  around  the 
bridge  and  compound  we  counted  61 
dead  NVA.  We  found  one  wounded 
prisoner.  Fifteen  Marines  had  been 
killed.  I  never  heard  how  many 
ARVNs  had  died. 

It  was  over.  Every  inch  of  me 
itched  and  trembled.  A  layer  of  gritty 
sand  mixed  with  sweat  and  my  own 
blood  felt  more  like  glue  than  grime. 
But  I  was  alive  ...  I  had  survived 
my  first  battle. 

The  official  report  says  that  the 
Truoi  River  Bridge  was  attacked  and 
overrun  by  an  estimated  400  NVA 
Regulars  and  sappers.  The  bridge  was 
destroyed  by  suicide  squads  carry- 
ing satchel  charges.  It  says  nothing 
about  the  ARVNs  abandoning  for- 
tified positions.  q

Vietnam  era  veterans  and  their  de- 
pendents will  benefit  from  VA  pro- 
grams into  the  22nd  century,  accord- 
ing to  VA  estimates.
